Reflections on the Golden Rule 

We all know of the Golden Rule, but 
how often do we actually take time to 
think about it? "Do unto others as you 
would have them do unto you" is a 
suggestion that finds many applica- 
tions in numismatics. 

During the last century, William 
Seward, who served in President Lin- 
coln's cabinet, admonished listeners to 
be careful when criticizing, for it was 
(and is) far more difficult to undo an 
unkind word than it is to withhold it 
in the first place. 

This was brought to mind the other 
day when I received a telephone call from an irate ANA member 
who felt that he had been shortchanged $15 in an auction trans- 
action. He sought to enlist the aid of the ANA Board of Gover- 
nors, the Professional Numismatists Guild and two leading 
weekly numismatic publications to bring the offending dealer 
to justice and tell all the world what a scoundrel he was. 

I suggested that he count to 10 (or even 100) before firing all 
his big guns. "Did you telephone the auctioneer and explain your 
problem?" I asked. No, he hadn't. The auctioneer was wrong, 
and that was that. 

What eventually happened, I have no idea. I spent at least a 
half hour on the telephone with the gentleman, but none of my 
suggestions pacified him. For all I know, a couple of lawyers are 
involved now, and at the very least my caller probably ex- 
periences heartburn and sleepless nights. Perhaps I should have 
sent him $15 from my own funds to spare him the suffering he 
obviously was going through. 

In numismatics, as in life, it indeed pays to count to ten before 
speaking in anger. Every story has two sides, and often an open 
dialogue or exchange will result in a resolution that pleases both 
parties. If a situation is allowed to fester, then personal pride 
inevitably becomes involved, indignation mounts, other people 
get into the act, and what results is a major lawsuit or small 
war — an outcome that benefits few. 

Some complaints certainly are justified, and I'm sorry to say 
that in the numismatic marketplace one party often tries to take 
advantage of another. Recently, while editing papers of Walter 
P. Nichols that date from the 1930s, I could not help but admire 
a letter from a dealer who wrote to Nichols. He stated that he 
enjoyed his transactions, and that he achieved success simply 
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by placing some extra value on each transaction over and above 
what was called for. How different this is from the oft-heard la- 
ment that the condition of a purchased item is less than expected 
or the price more. 

The Golden Rule is not out-dated. The next time you are in- 
volved in buying and selling — and this applies to collectors as 
well — why not try to give a little extra value? Close your eyes 
and pretend you are on the receiving end of the transaction. 
Deliver to the next owner what you would like to receive if you 
were in his shoes. 

Too often we take adversary positions in life. Is the American 
citizen really pitted against the government? Is Uncle Sam truly 
out for all he can get? Or could it be that our taxes are a cheap 
price to pay to live in the Land of the Free? One has but to read 
about the Holocaust or the reality of Siberia to realize the dif- 
ference. Remember, only about one person in five on the face 
of this earth has the privilege of voting for the people who govern 
him or her. 

In the numismatic world, is it really dealer vs. collector? Do 
dealers deliberately "stretch" the grade of each coin they sell 
and, at the same time, ask the highest possible price? Or are 
dealers merely human beings with their own hopes and 
sadnesses, families and hobbies? Might they be trying to act fair- 
ly and decently? Although exceptions always exist, it has been 
my privilege to know some mighty fine collectors and dealers 
over the years. 

Next time a situation rankles you, think about it carefully. 
If the problem involves another collector, try to work it out 
amicably. Place yourself in his position and consider the reasons 
for his actions. If you are engaging in a numismatic transaction 
of some kind, why not give a bit more than you receive? Your 
entire day will be brightened, and unquestionably your life will 
be happier for it. 

Personal conduct and ethics play an important part in our 
lives. Think about it.

“Age of Envy” Spans Centuries 

Though I have always considered my- 
self primarily a collector, wise purchases 
in past years have also made me an in- 
vestor as I enter retirement. 

Selling some coins has been difficult 
because I recall a past motto of National 
Coin Week, "History in Your Hands." 
How true that is, even with respect to re- 
cent coinage. 

The ANA is the collector's spokesman 
and entertains a variety of letters, from 
learned treatises to stupid gripes. My com- 
plaint is, quite simply, the deterioration 
of the quality and beauty of our coinage, 
although Mrs. Pope finally made some 
1984 Proofs, beautiful by superior contrast 
and polish. 

Until George Washington appeared on 
the quarter in 1932, no president or past 
figure appeared except on cents and com- 
memoratives. Then we had a great man 
of our young nation, Thomas Jefferson. 
These coins replaced the more beautiful, 
symbolic coins that featured Liberty or 
symbols of our past, like the buffalo and 
the native American Indian. 

Then we debased our coinage with 
Franklin Roosevelt, the architect of Pearl 
Harbor and the cause of the economic cir- 
cumstances in this "Age of Envy." Some 
may disagree, but Roosevelt (and likewise 
more recent presidents) has not been gone 
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long enough for history to judge. The 
ultimate nadir in the undersized dollar 
female, evidently the conception of Sen- 
ator Proxmire, is equally despised. 

With fine sculptors and designers avail- 
able, we have the products of Elizabeth 
Jones and Frank Gasparro's first design for 
the new dollar. Jack L. Ahr's quarter is 
another fine product in spite of the sand- 
wich metal, and some of the Olympic 
coinage has merit. 

As President Bowers mentioned in his 
latest editorial, the ANA can lead the 
way, but the membership, holding up a 
Walking Liberty half dollar or Saint- 
Gaudens $20 piece, can certainly show 
that the greatest nation on earth can stand 
proud and tall.

Editor's note: Mr. Til ford’s lament is not new. 
The following excerpt from THE COIN COL 
LECTOR S JOURNAL (1877) was brought to our 
attention via the Santa Barbara Coin Club’s 
monthly newsletter. 

We are all much addicted to decrying 
our own age and the things of our own 
age, as if other days and other things were 
altogether perfect. The habit — for it is 
nothing else — is a bad one, and the best 
corrective for it is to see that the days and 
things that we extol and admire were 
decried by the persons then living, as 
much as we decry those of our own times. 
The designs on our national coinage are 
by no means admirable as works of art, 
but perhaps the next generation may look 
back to them with envy in the light of 
what they may have. Let us be, therefore, 
ever thankful for what mint designers 
condescend to give us. The following let- 
ter, which we have much pleasure in pub- 
lishing, shows what our grandfathers 
thought of that early coinage which we 
now prize so highly. 

New York, 25 Jan., 1796 
Gen. Williams 
Salem, N.Y. 

My Dear Sir: 

As far as I am capable of judging, the 
mint establishment never promised 
much advantage to America, if we have 
current money amongst us, it is im- 
material to the possessor whether it is 
stamped with our national arms or the 


head of the King of Spain. The pride of 
the country I must however confess, 
would have been gratified had I seen a 
full, goodly, respectable coin issued 
from our mint, even if we incurred some 
loss in the doing of it. 

It has always been one of the first acts 
of sovereignty to coin money to denote 
the possession of power ; it was a dec- 
laration to the world, flattering to the 
Sovereign, and a lasting memorial of 
his government; conformable to this 
ruling passion, I acknowledge my feel- 
ings would have been gratified by seeing 
my Republic handsomely represented 
and handed down to after ages by such 
a memorial. 

But Heaven forbid that future ages 
should judge of the taste and talents of 
the present citizens of America by so 
mean and pitiful a sample of their works. 
I have seen all the coins already issued, 
and nothing can be more wretched; an 
unmeaning fool's-head on one side, and 
something that resembles a turkey cock 
on the other. Oh, shame, shame, shame! 

The Eagle of America mantling the 
arms of the United States, as you see it 
on the City Hall, would have been a 
dignified impression, and on the other 
side, if the President's head should be 
too aristocratic, a plough and a sheaf of 
wheat would be better than an Idiot's 
head with flowing hair, which was 
meant to denote Liberty, but which the 
world will suppose was intended to 
designate the head of an Indian squaw. 

Since I began with this subject, I shall 
beg leave to mention an error in opinion 
that prevails with respect to the arms of 
America, and which the new coin justi- 
fies me in stating. In the coins the bald 
eagle is representative of America, and 
there is placed as her arms. This is not 
the case. 

The arms of America are stripes of 
blue, red and white on a shield; the blue 
denot[es] dominion, the red implies 
power or force, and the white represents 
purity. To decorate and embellish the 
arms, the bald eagle was introduced as 
a mantle or supporter of the shield but 
making no part of the arms, according 
to the rules of heraldry; no more than the 
lion and the unicorn make a pan of the 
British arms; they are the supporters of 
the arms, but not the arms themselves. 

We have in the instance of the coins, 
and in many instances adopted a part for 
the whole, and the worst pan of it too, 
for we have adopted the assistant instead 
of the master.

In three days of spirited 
bidding in New York City, 
the auction of the Danny 
Arnold and Romisa Collec- 
tions realized $5,277,836, 
ranking it among the 
several highest-grossing 
single auction sales of all 
time. Price leaders were an 
1855 Kellog $50 Proof with 
hairlines, $165,000; 1855 
Wass, Molitor Uncirculated 
$50, $121,000; 1915-S 
Panama-Pacific set, a record 
$96,800; and a 1915-S 
Panama-Pacific set in copper 
frame, $77,000. 

Among Quarter Eagles a 
1796 no stars in EF-40 went 
for $18,700, a 1796 with 
stars in AU-55 crossed the 
block at $26,400, an 1808 
with light striking in EF-40 
brought $14,300 and an 
1834 with motto in AU-50 
realized $20,350. An 1879

$3,850, a 1792 half disme in 
AU left the block at 
$17,600 and an 1866 shield 
nickel in Proof-65 realized

ANS Acquires 
Bastien Collection 

The American Numis- 
matic Society has acquired, 
through a bargain sale, a 
collection of 2,225 late 
Roman copper-based coins 
from Dr. Pierre C.V. Bastien 
of West Windsor, New 
Jersey. The collection was 
assembled over a period of 
40 years and is notable 
not only for its variety, but 
also for its consistent high 
quality. It serves to round 
out the museum's collec- 
tion of ancient coins, par- 
ticularly issues of the 


western mints of the 
Roman Empire; there are 
900 coins of Lugdunum and 
Trier alone. 

Dr. Bastien, a leading stu- 
dent of late Roman coinage, 
has produced several works 
on the subject. He was the 
Archer M. Huntington 
medalist in 1975 and was 
awarded the gold medal of 
the Royal Numismatic 
Society in 1970. 

Religious Medallions 
Return to Rome 

In 1683, as so many Holy 
Fathers had done before 
him, Pope Innocent XI con- 
secrated thousands of wax 
medallions. Rather than 
dividing them all among 
priests, he kept many for 
himself. At his death six 
years later, about 300 of the 
sacramentals began an in- 
credible journey that took 
them from Rome to Syra- 
cuse, New York, and re- 
cently back to the Vatican, 
as reported by the Syracuse 
Herald American. 

In 1949, Sister Walter 
Damien of the Third Order 
of St. Francis discovered a 
pile of what appeared to be 
Roman Catholic artifacts 
tucked away on a high shelf 
in St. Anthony's Convent in 
Syracuse. Sister Damien, 
not knowing what she had 
found and subsequently 
called away on several tem- 
porary assignments, re- 
packed the medallions until 
her return. 

What she had discovered 
were Agnus Deis (Latin for 
Lamb of God), which are 
discs made of pure white 
wax, blessed by each reign- 
ing Pope in his first year 
and every seven years 
thereafter. The practice 
began in the 5th century 
and was discontinued in 
the 1960s. 

Typically, the oval medal- 
lions measured approx- 
imately 50 x 38mm and 
portrayed identifiable 
religious figures. The most 


common impressions were 
of Christ and Mary ; 
many of Innocent XI' s 
medallions depict him 
together with a shepherd 
tending a flock. 

Such sacramentals were 
used to help the faithful 
obtain grace and forgiveness 
for their sins. Popes dis- 
tributed several hundred 
each to cardinals, bishops 
and influential religious 
leaders, who in turn gave 
them to the laity. 

After Pope Innocent's 
death in 1689, the medal- 
lions were given to his 
family, the Odescalchi 
princes, who stored them 
for some 200 years. When 
Sister Damien returned to 
Syracuse in 1954, she began 
studying the mystery of the 
wax pieces, the main clue 
being sheets of a 1905 
newspaper that lined the ar- 
tifacts' box. As best could 
be determined, the head of 
the Odescalchi family gave 
the medallions to a family 
priest, who sent them to 
Father Leo Gruelich, provin- 
cial of the Immaculate Con- 
ception Church in Syracuse. 
For reasons still unknown, 
he stored them in a church 
vault, where they remained 
for five years until being 
sent to the convent. 

Sister Damien's find is 
magnified by the fact that 
less than a dozen Agnus 
Deis previously were known 
to exist. The Vatican 
library, where such artifacts 
are stored, had only six 
medallions, including one of 
Innocent XI, from the 
thousands consecrated by 
every Pope who commis- 
sioned them. 

Last year Sister Damien's 
find came to the attention 
of the Vatican, who con- 
tacted her and found that 
she was pleased to "return 
many of the medallions. 

(she wished some to remain 
in Syracuse). In October 
1983 she traveled to Rome 
and presented 70 pieces to 
Bishop Alphonse Stickler, 
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head of the Vatican library. 
Sister Damien met with 
Pope John Paul II, who 
thanked her for return- 
ing the artifacts that Inno- 
cent XI had consecrated 300 
years ago. 

Numismatic Literature 
Survey Released 

The American Numis- 
matic Society has produced 
issues #111 and #112 of its 
semi-annual survey entitled 
Numismatic Literature , 
which constitutes a one- 
year report about current 
publications worldwide that 
relate to numismatics. The 
volume lists more than 
1,100 publications, together 
with brief abstracts of 
content compiled by 30 in- 
ternational contributers.

New Ordering System 
for Arts Medallions 

The United States Mint 
on October 22 began accept- 
ing telephone orders for 
U.S. gold medallions, which 
are issued by the Treasury 
Department under the 
American Arts Medallion 
legislation. Medallions are 
available in two sizes, both 
struck in 21.6kt gold. The 
one-ounce piece weighs 1.1 
troy ounces and measures 
1.3mm, while the 1.1mm 
half-ounce piece weighs .55 
troy ounces. Larger medal- 
lions portray Grant Wood, 
Mark Twain, Louis Arm- 
strong, Robert Frost and 
Helen Hayes, and the 
smaller pieces depict 
Marian Anderson, Willa 
Cather, Frank Lloyd Wright, 
Alexander Calder and John 
Steinbeck. 

Prices are based on the 
Comex spot price of gold at 
time of order, plus a handl- 
ing fee and a $16 premium 
for large medallions and $12 
for small pieces. To place 


orders, customers should 
call 800/U S A-GOLD from 9 
until 4 p.m. Monday 
through Friday; Washington, 
D.C., residents should call 
376-0777. Mint representa- 
tives will take orders and 
provide contract verification 
numbers and instructions 
about payment, which must 
be mailed within 48 hours. 
Medallions are forwarded 
within approximately three 
weeks of receipt of 
payment. 

The Arts Medallions are 
offered until January 31, 
1985, at which time the 
dies will be destroyed. 
General information about 
the pieces and their approx- 
imate price can be obtained 
by calling 800/386-5510; 
Washington, D.C., residents 
should call 783-3800. 

Volume Explores Hobby 
in the 1930s 

An Inside view of the 
Coin Hobby in the 1 930s: 
The Walter P. Nichols File, 
a 144-page illustrated book 
edited by Q. David Bowers, 
was released in November. 
Nichols, an ANA governor 
and coin dealer, corre- 
sponded with Mehl, Chap- 
man, Bolender, Shultz, 

Stack, Kosoff, Boyd and 
other personalities of his 
day, and his published let- 
ters reveal a fascinating 
account of numismatics in 
its formative years. 

The volume contains cor- 
respondence with the 



Treasury Department, for 
example, which reveals that 
Uncirculated fractional 
notes could be obtained at 
face value as late as 1931 — 
a fact that startles present- 
day researchers who scarce- 
ly dreamed of such a thing. 
The Depression of the 30s 
and its effect upon banks, 
the coin market and the 
like is covered, as are other 
topics from Lincoln cent 
rarities to $4 Stellas and 
Panama-Pacific sets. 

Too often, historical ac- 
counts of the hobby are 
devoid of personal aspects, 
but not so with this 
volume, which reportedly at 
some points is so personal 
that it is almost embarrass- 
ing.

lished market quotations. 
"This information will be 
the basis for our quarterly 
market update, and con- 
tributors' names will be 
published unless otherwise 
requested. In addition, we 
are polling readers to get 
their opinions on who they 
think the ten most trusted 
mail-order dealers are, in 
order of preference . . . you 
do not have to be a sub- 
scriber to cast your votes." 

Averaging approximately 
40 newspaper-size pages per 
issue, Hard Money is priced 
at $8 per year and may be 
ordered from P.O. Box 1539, 
Waskom, TX 75692. 

Biography Chronicles 
Designer Janies Berry 

The Image Maker , a biog- 
raphy about James Berry- 
New Zealand's most suc- 
cessful stamp, coin and 
medal designer— recounts 
the struggle of a young man 
who emigrated to the South 
Pacific and through his art 
captured the beauty of the 
region. He dominated New 
Zealand stamp design for 
several decades; however, 
his numismatic achieve- 
ment came late in life with 
the creation of the country's 
circulating decimal coinage 
of 1967. A member of the 
Royal Numismatic Society 
of New Zealand, Berry also 
designed coinage for 
Western Samoa and the 
Cook Islands. 

The 192-page text, pro- 
fusely illustrated in full 
color and black-and-white, 


is accompanied by essays by 
James Brodie about Berry's 
work as a stamp designer, 
and by J.N.L. Searle and 
C.R.H. Taylor about his 
numismatic contributions.

Legislation Creates 
Vietnam Vet Medal 

Legislation calling for the 
United States to officially 
honor veterans of the Viet- 
nam War by striking a na- 
tional medal in their honor 
was passed in the Senate 
late in October and sent to 
the President. The House 
previously passed the bill in 
October 1983 by a vote 
of 410-0. 

Representative Frank An- 
nunzio, chairman of the 
House Consumer Affairs 
and Coinage Subcommittee 
and sponsor of the bill, 
noted, "These Americans 
went to Southeast Asia at 
the request of their govern- 
ment. They overcame fear 
and withstood pain. Many 
helped their injured com- 
rades and performed in- 
dividual acts of courage . . . 

"I believe that it is time 
for America to honor the 
men and women who went 
to Vietnam. It is time to 
remember their suffering 
and their bravery; their 
dedication and their 
patriotism. By enacting the 
Vietnam Veterans National 
Medal Act, the Congress 
finally gives our Vietnam 
War veterans the official 
recognition they deserve." 

The medal will become 
part of the United States 
Mint's national medal series 
and will be offered for sale 
to all Americans. A national 
competition will encourage 


Vietnam veteran artists to 
submit designs for the 
medal, and veterans' views 
will be solicited and con- 
sidered during design 
selection.

The EMIN PASHA RELIEF EXPEDITION 
of the late- 19th century spanned three 
years and is remembered today 
through a unique silver medallion that 
records its details and participants. 

Yet, to appreciate the importance of 
this award, one must understand 
something of the background and 
purpose of the expedition. 

General Charles Gordon, the British 
Governor of Sudan, had appointed 
Emin Pasha (in reality Eduard 
Schnitzer) as local governor of Sudan's 
equatorial province. In January 1885 


Khartoum was taken after a year-long 
siege by a fanatical local leader, "Mad 
Mahdi," and Gordon was killed. 
However safe Emin Pasha might have 
been, isolated as he was at Wadelai, 
the public and politicians did not want 
another African martyr, and a relief 
expedition was called for. 

Only one man was capable of 
leading the expedition, and Henry 
Morton Stanley was rapidly recalled 
from an American lecture tour. 
Privately financed by those who also 
saw it as a golden opportunity to open

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more areas of unexplored Africa, 
Stanley set out for Sudan by way of 
the Congo, arriving in Stanley Pool 
early in 1887, the year of Queen 
Victoria's golden jubilee. 

The expedition ultimately was a 
success in that the pasha was brought 
to the coast of Zanzibar, but in many 
other ways it was a disaster. Stanley 
and his party of 646 men set off in 
June into the "solemn and foodless 
forest" and established a camp at 
Yambuya, where five officers and their 
native bearers were left to comprise 
the "rear column," whilst he and just 
four officers and their bearers 
continued the search. 

Meanwhile, the obstinate pasha saw 
no reason to give up his governorship, 
and he and his entourage deliberately 
evaded Stanley. When finally tracked 


down, he further refused for three 
months to relinquish his post. In the 
end, Stanley was forced to return to 
seek out his rear column. The decision 
to leave it for so long was the subject 
of a much embittered controversy on 
Stanley's return to England, for tragedy 
had struck those left behind. Two 
officers had returned to the coast for 
help, one died of fever, one was shot 
through the heart by a mutinous 
native — just one survived to greet 
Stanley. 

Stanley had no alternative 

then but to press on back to Wadelai, 
where Emin Pasha, deserted by most of 
his troops, finally agreed to journey 
down to the coast. Having set out in 
March 1887, Stanley arrived in 
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Emin Pasha

Zanzibar in December 1889, his party 
reduced to just 246 men. He at once 
telegraphed London. Being ever 
ungrateful, the pasha transferred 
himself to the German service rather 
than return to England with his 
rescuer. 

Stanley, however, had done more 
than merely rescue the man, for in 
those three years he laid the 
foundation of the British East African 
Protectorate. He learned much of the 
peoples of the interior, particularly the 
Pygmy tribes; discovered the snow- 
capped mountains of Ruwenzori (the 
"Mountains of the Moon"); and named 
Lake Albert Edward Nyanza. 
Accomplished without government 
authority or backing and without 
armed force, his achievements were 
indeed most remarkable. 

England was ecstatic. Queen Victoria 
politely sent best wishes and everyone 
invited the returning hero to dinner. 
From Henry Solomon Wellcome came: 
"Americans, London, applaud heroic 
achievement in the cause of humanity, 
science, and invite you to dinner." The 
invitation was accepted and the 
American Testimonial Banquet to 
Henry M. Stanley was held in the 


Portman Rooms, London, on May 30, 
1890. 

Toward the end of the nine-course 
meal (with Babas a la Stanley served 
for entremets), the intrepid explorer 
was presented a mammoth testimonial 
shield. The four surviving officers who 
accompanied him each received a 
tribute medallion, and now, nearly 100 
years later, one of the pieces has come 
to light. 

The medallion is massive and 
ugly — a thick, squashed circle about 
119mm across at its widest point — 
and, like Stanley's shield, was designed 
by Henry Wellcome himself (his only 
indulgence in the field — after such a 
blockbusting start, any further medals 
would have been inferior). Furturistic 
in design, it still manages to be a 
period piece. It is cast in silver, weighs 
some 36 ounces and was manufactured 
for Wellcome by Elkington and 
Company of London.

The program for the tribute banquet reveals details of the event. 


The design evokes all the 

trappings of empire-building and 
bravado that now are most often 
politely forgotten. On the obverse 
Stanley's head seems to emerge from a 
rough, rocky border above an area 
smoothed to take the engraved 
inscription. The reverse shows the four 
surviving officers of the expedition — 
Lieutenant W. Grant Stairs, Surgeon 
T.H. Parke, A.J. Mounteney Jephson 
and Captain R.H. Nelson — Stanley 
look-alikes all, with their drooping 
walrus mustaches, rigidly staring to 
the right. Above is a map of Africa 
placed between the Stars and Stripes 
and Union Jack. To the left are palms 
and tropical plants; to the right, native 
shields and assegai; and below, a 
landscape showing a range of 
mountains. The medallion is still 


contained in its original fitted leather 
case, which carries scenes of the 
recipient's part in the journey neatly 
tooled on the lid. 

But what of the recipient and the 
artist? The former was Captain Robert 
Henry Nelson, whose only 
qualification for joining the expedition 
was service with Methuen's Horse 
during the Zulu wars. He was, wrote 
Stanley, "a fine fellow, and without a 
ghost of a hobby." He suffered 
dreadfully early in the journey, for by 
October 1887 he was crippled by 
extensive ulcers on his feet and legs. 
With food desperately short and native 
bearers dying, Nelson was left at a 
"rest" camp with 52 natives who also 
were unfit to travel. "No more gloomy 
spot could have been selected for a 
camp than that sandy terrace,

TOCAPT. ROBERTH. NELSON (P AND ALAMON A) 30TH MAY, 1891 ‘CONSISTENT ZEAL TO DUTIES ' — 
STANLEY. The reverse reads NEVER WHILE HUMAN NATURE REMAINS AS WE KNOW IT WILL TI^ERE 
BE FOUND FOUR GENTLEMEN SO MATCHLESS FOR THEIR CONSTANCY. DEVOTION TO THEIR 
WORK. EARNEST PURPOSE. AND UNFLINCHING OBEDIENCE TO HONOUR AND DUTY— STANLEY.

encompassed by rock and hemmed in 
by those dark woods/' Stanley 
commented. 

Twenty-one days later, jephson 

returned with food to find Nelson and 
only five natives, the remainder having 
died or deserted. Nelson was "a

complete wreck . . . features shrunken 
and pinched, and a frame reduced to 
half its former size." But Nelson 
eventually recovered and by the end of 
the expedition some two years later 
was again a pillar of strength, living up 
to the name given him by the African 
bearers — Pandalamona , which meant, 
appropriately enough, Big Strong Man. 

The designer of the medallion, 

Henry Solomon Wellcome, was 
American, a self-made man with a flair 
for business. Perhaps it was this aspect 
of his career that nurtured his 
friendship with Stanley, perhaps their 
shared American background (for 
Stanley, though not American-born, 
was at that time still an American 
citizen), or perhaps simply a love for 
travel and an admiration of the spirit 
of adventure. Still, what better 
advertising could there have been for 
Wellcome's new tabloid medicines 
than the "nine beautiful chests replete 
with every medicament necessary to 
combat the endemic diseases peculiar 
to Africa" that accompanied the 
expedition. "Every drug was in tablets 
mixed with quick solvents, every 
compartment was well stocked with 
essentials for the doctor and surgeon. 
Nothing was omitted." It was probably 
a modest contribution when compared 
with the 40 carrier loads of choicest 
provisions provided for the expedition 
by Messrs. Fortnum and Mason. 1 

Nelson's own copy of the menu for 
the testimonial banquet, printed on a 
thick card and beautifully bound, 
contains the only recorded description 
of the medallion, illustrated in an 
unfinished state. Not many medals can 
claim a menu as their link with 
posterity, but then few can boast such 
a story.

Among Nelson's other awards is a 
large bronze medal, one of only 24 
commissioned and the first in a long 
and continuing series, presented by the 
Royal Geographical Society. The low- 
relief bust of Stanley, designed by 
Elinor Halle, is rather more competent 
than Wellcome's. It, too, is a grand 
medal. 

Nelson also received a silver medal 
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awarded jointly by the Belgian 
Geographical Society and the Antwerp 
Chamber of Commerce, and also was 
awarded the Order of the Medjidjie 
(third class). It would seem that the 
latter was arranged by Emin Pasha 
himself. 

But it is the Wellcome medallion 
that overshadows all the others, for in 
it is the essential appeal of the 
medallion as a collectors' item. The 
ingredients of artist, background and 
rarity all are expressed in this one 
extraordinary piece.

He was known as "'Uncle Lou" to some, 
the '"man from Esquire" to others, but 
Louis S. Werner was considered a leading 
professional numismatist by most collec- 
tors a generation ago. His clientele ranged 
from princes of the church to princes 
of the realm — Cardinals Spellman and 
Cooke were among the former, European 
royalty among the latter — but most im- 
portantly, Lou Werner was a dealer for 
all people. 

Lou died in 1982 at the age of 87, just 
a few weeks short of receiving his 50-year 
gold membership medal from the ANA. 
One half of his membership years were 
spent as sergeant-at-arms at ANA conven- 
tions, and during those same years he

served the collecting needs of many great 
numismatists of his day. However, this is 
not a story of the great collections or great 
rarities that passed through his hands 
over the years. It is, instead, a Christmas 
tale about a generous man who did his 
part to help those who, through adversity, 
could never know the enjoyment of col- 
lecting coins as a hobby. 

During the depression years of the 
1930s, the Yuletide season opened much 
the same as it does now— streets and 
homes colorfully decorated, airwaves 
filled with carols of old, and department- 
store Santa Clauses shaking the moth 
flakes from their costumes and practicing 
their ho-ho-ho's. But the Christmas 
season never officially began until the 
tinkling bells of the Salvation Army 
Santa Clauses could be heard. Those 
street-corner Santas were as much a part 
of the festive scene as Christmas trees 
and brightly-colored lights, snowfall and 
crowded thoroughfares. 

Today, a half-century later, we are hard- 
pressed to imagine Christmas without the 
foot-to-foot rock and stiff-armed shivering 
appeal for coins to help feed the down-on- 
their-luck on Christmas Day, or to pro- 
vide a nearly-new toy for some poor 
youngster. Even during the Depression, 
only a Scrooge could resist dropping a few 
coins into the curbside kettles, and the 
reward generally was a "Merry Christ- 
mas" or "God bless you," plus a bit of self- 
satisfaction. Little has changed with time. 

Yet in the 1930s, when a dime meant 
a cup of coffee with a nickel in change, 
ten cents dropped into a Salvation Army 
kettle brought more than the customary 
blessing. Outside of stores like Bloom- 
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Werner’s special Yuletide cent, housed in its 
own greeting-card holder. 


ingdale's and Macy's, New York City 
shoppers received a penny for their dona- 
tions — one with Santa Claus' smiling face 
on the obverse! For an extra nickel, a shop- 
per could receive a special greeting-card 
holder with it, too. 

The coin was a genuine U.S. cent, and 
the United States Mint had a little out- 
side help with the Santa Claus design. Lou 
Werner had developed a way to cap cents 
with a thin copper shell, much the way 
a dentist caps a tooth. He embossed each 
shell with the familiar face of Kris 
Kringle. The shells easily could be pried 
loose from the coins, and probably most 
were in time,- more than a half million of 
the capped cents were produced by Wemer 
during the 1935-38 Christmas seasons, 
though few remain intact today. 

A few Christmases have come and 
gone since Lou Werner's passing, but my 
own wonderful memories of him are sure 
to come flooding back the moment I hear 
the tinkling bell of a Salvation Army 
Santa Claus this Yuletide season.

L.L. ZAMENHOF 

Poland's Commemorative Coin Celebrates 
the Man and his Work 

FRANK NUESSEL 


In 1979 Poland issued a 100-zloty Proof coin to honor one of its most 
famous citizens — the internationally-renowned linguist Dr. L.L. Zamenhof 
(1859-1917)— 120 years after his birth in Bialystok. Zamenhof's major 
claim to fame derives from his creation of an international language 
known as Esperanto. Since the publication of his first book in 1887, 
which outlined the fundamentals of his new language, many people have 
become intrigued by the practical implications of this novel idiom. 


Esperanto-A Bold Concept 

Webster's New International Dic- 
tionary of the English Language 
defines Esperanto as a ' 'language de- 
vised by Dr. L.L. Zamenhof . . . The 
vocabulary is based as far as possible 
upon words common to the chief Euro- 
pean languages, and sounds peculiar to 
any one language are eliminated. The 
spelling is phonetic, and accent (stress) 
is always on the penult [next to last 
syllable]." 

Esperanto is unique because its 
origin is written, not verbal. In a slim 
volume first authored in 1878 but not 
published until 1887 because of paren- 
tal disapproval, Zamenhof composed a 
simple yet effective grammar that 
described and regulated its linguistic 
organization. The language consists of: 

1) an alphabet (28 phonetic characters); 

2) 8 parts of speech (definite articles, 
nouns, adjectives, cardinal numbers, 
personal pronouns, verbs, adverbs and 
prepositions); and 

3) general grammatical rules involving

phonology (sound system), morphology 
(word formation) and syntax (order of 
words). 1 

The simplicity of the grammar 
facilitates the use of Esperanto as a 
second language by those who speak 
other vernaculars. Several valid reasons 
for teaching Esperanto as a neutral 
second language have been offered, in- 
cluding the rapid acquisition of its 
linguistic structure; promotion of a 
sense of global consciousness,- and its 
value as a communicative tool in a 
shrinking world. 2 

In addition to Esperanto's written 
genesis, this carefully-conceived 
language is distinctive because it was 
designed as a global communication 
system to enhance international 
understanding. To achieve such a 
desirable goal, Zamenhof sought to ex- 
clude the political and ideological 
shortcomings so often linked to na- 
tional languages. Consequently, this 
culturally-neutral language avoids both 
ethnic associations and the frequently 
complex problems related to the ex- 
tremes of chauvinism and nationalism. 

A significant body of creative 
literature written in Esperanto has 
developed over the years. 3 The most 
productive genre has been poetry, but 
drama, short stories, novels and essays 


also have been cultivated. Numerous 
translations of the classics — among 
them the works of Shakespeare, 
Dickens, Orwell and Irving — and even 
the Bible are available. 


The Father of Esperanto 

Bom to Jewish parents on December 
15, 1859, in Bialystok, Poland (which 
was then under Russian control), 
Ludovic Lazarus Zamenhof was the 
eldest son of seven children. At the 
time of the philologist's birth, his 
native town (population 13,787 in 
1856) was multi-ethnic (Germans, 

Jews, Poles and Russians) and poly- 
lingual (German, Lithuanian, Polish, 
Russian and Yiddish) and embraced a 
diversity of religions (Catholic, Jewish, 
Orthodox and Protestant). 

This multi-faceted society under- 
standably contributed to ethnic, racial 
and sectarian strife. Amid this turmoil, 
young Zamenhof realized the potential 
benefits of establishing an effective 
means of universal communication to 
resolve the overwhelming difficulties 
of verbal misunderstanding common 
to culturally pluralistic societies 
and nations. 

In 1887 Zamenhof published his 
now famous Unua Libro ("First Book") 
under the pseudonym of Dr. Esperanto 
("one who hopes"). Soon after, 
Zamenhof's nom de plume came to 
signify the language itself. The book 
was issued in four different languages 
(French, German, Polish and Russian) 
and within a year was followed by 
Dua Libro ("Second Book"), which was 
written entirely in Esperanto. 

In addition to his substantial 
linguistic accomplishments, Dr. 
Zamenhof also wrote an inspirational 
essay in 1906 entitled Homaranismo 
("Principles of the Membership of the 
Human Race"), in which he espoused 
the concepts of equality, justice and 
international brotherhood. At all 
times, Zamenhof maintained a clearcut 
distinction between his humanistic 
principles and his invented language. 

On April 14, 1917, L.L. Zamenhof — 
linguist, humanitarian and visionary — 
died in Warsaw. 
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The Esperanto Movement 

The Esperanto-speaking community 
can be divided into two distinct fac- 
tions. 4 The first segment includes 
those Esperantists who have a norm 
orientation, that is, they view the 
language as a medium for international 
commerce and business, travel and 
conferences. The other major con- 
stituency, contrary to Zamenhof's 
policy of strict separation, has a value 
orientation and maintains that this 
supra-national idiom should be 
employed as a means to combat ethnic 
hostility and promote the goals of 
world peace, justice and brotherhood. 

Over the years, symbolic aspects of 
the Esperanto movement have been 
connected with the language, including 
the color green and a green star (often 
worn as a lapel button), which were 
featured on the covers of early French 
textbook editions. A hymn [La Vojo, 
'The Way") and an anthem (La Espero, 
"Hope") also are important com- 
ponents of the Esperanto tradition. 

World congresses provide a forum for 
social interaction where views may be 
exchanged in pleasant context. The 
first international symposium took 
place in Boulogne, France, in 1905. Ex- 
cept for ten years during times of 
global conflict (1914, 1916-19, 1940-46), 
these meetings have been held on a 
regular basis to stimulate and advance 
the cause of Esperantism. In addition, 
national, regional and local gatherings 
are held to further the aims of the 
world congresses. A number of these 
events have been commemorated on 



Several worldwide symposia have been 
memorialized on postage stamps issued by 
host countries. A Yugoslavian stamp re- 
leased on July 25, 1953, commemorates the 
38th World Congress. 

postage stamps issued by a variety of 
nations. 5 

Perhaps the following excerpt from 
the first stanza of La Espero best 
illustrates the principles of 
Esperantism. 6 

En la mondon venis nova sento, 

Tra la mondo iras forta voko ; 

Per flugiloj de facila vento 
Nun de loko flugu gi al loko. 

A new feeling came into the world, 
Through the world goes a strong voice; 
On the wings of a gentle wind 
May it now fly from place to place.

40 YEARS OF 
ANA LITERARY AWARDS 

CARL W.A. CARLSON ana 95735 


Conceived during the dark days of 
World War II and brought forth at the des- 
perately-shortened 1943 "business-meet- 
mgs-only" Chicago convention, American 
Numismatic Association literary awards 
have grown from a hope for the future into 
a mature and honored symbol of excel- 
lence in numismatic writing. We have 
seen 40 years of awards under this pro- 
gram, and though the symbols awarded 
have changed through those four decades, 
their intrinsic value has not. 

It seems fitting on their 40th anniver- 
sary to see how the awards began, how 
they have grown, and who among our fel- 
low ANA members have been so recog- 
nized and honored over the years. Such an 
examination is particularly timely in view 
of the extremely hectic and event-filled 
years that lie between now and the 50th 
anniversary of the awards in 1994: the 
centennial of The Numismatist will be 
celebrated in 1988 and the ANA itself 
celebrates its first 100 years in 1991. 


an idea is born 


Prior to the establishment of a formal 
awards program, it had been customary 
for the president of the ANA to appoint 
a Committee on Papers to solicit, receive 
and approve studies on numismatic topics 
for presentation at the annual convention, 
with the intention of publishing these 
papers in The Numismatist at a later date. 
In 1943 President J. Douglas Ferguson ap- 
pointed just such a committee, and its 
members were announced in the August 
issue of the magazine. 1 

At the ANA convention in September 
of that year, President Ferguson proposed 
the establishment of medallic awards to 
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be presented to two ANA members whose 
literary works were judged most worthy 
for the year. His address on that subject, 
published in full in the November 1943 
issue of The Numismatist , incorporated 
the basic elements that characterize the 
awards today: medals — visible numis- 
matic symbols — were to be awarded to 
the winners; an annual committee was to 
judge the articles and select the winners; 
and the editor of The Numismatist was 
to serve as chairman of that committee. 2 

Ferguson also proposed an open contest 
for major medalists to design the new 
award, with a professional fee to be paid 
the winner. By the end of the convention, 
official establishment of an ANA literary 
award had been approved by the Resolu- 
tions Committee. 3 Burton H. Saxton, then 
editor of The Numismatist, so favored 
establishment of the award that he 
devoted more than a half page of his 
November "Editorial Comment" to the 
subject. 4 

By the annual convention in September 
1944, a two-day affair held in Chicago 
under the leadership of President Martin 
F. Kortjohn, the design of the medal had 
yet to be finalized; however, the Resolu- 
tions Committee proposed that the sum 
of $300 annually be appropriated for the 
award. 5 With the adoption of the resolu- 
tion at convention, a formal announce- 
ment of the new literary award, known 
as the "Contributions to the Numis- 
matist" award, followed in the December 
issue of the magazine. 6 

And so a policy was established. Medals 
were to be awarded, along with cash 
stipends, to winners and "runners-up"; 
offprints of winning articles were to be

The 
author possesses one of the fine silver medals awarded to the Ohio Central Railroad 
& Coal Co. The piece measures 58mm and weighs 98.44 grams, and is signed on the 
obverse by Barber and Morgan.

Though technical de- 
tails have varied somewhat over the years, 
the award basically has survived un- 
changed, and the guidelines laid down 40 
years ago still apply today. 


birth of a medal 


The structure of the ANA literary 
award was formally set by the Executive 
Board by December 1944, though the 
medal itself was not yet ready. In fact, it 
was not until March 1945 that The 
Numismatist carried a formal call to 
sculptors, artists and designers to submit 
their ideas for an award medal design, the 
winner to be decided by a newly-formed 
Medallic Awards Committee. 7 

In May of that year a list of literary 
award winners for 1944 was published in 
The Numismatist, along with a list of the 
prizes won. As the medals were not yet 
prepared, only cash awards were pre- 
sented, their total dollar value equalling 
the $300 appropriated by the Resolutions 
Committee in September 1944. 

By this time, Stuart Mosher had suc- 
ceeded Burton Saxton as editor of The 
Numismatist, and the August 1945 issue 
carried an editorial explaining in detail the 
procedure followed in selecting award 
winners. 8 This editorial also included the 
first indication that total cash awards had 
been increased from $300 to $500 for ar- 
ticles published in the 1945 volume of the 
magazine. Formal announcement of this 
change, and the added proviso that the 
cost of medal production would be de- 
ducted from the cash-award total was not 
made until October 1945, when it ap- 
peared as part of the ANA convention 
report. 9 

The winner of the medal-design con- 
test, Miss Marjorie Ankeny, also was 
announced, and the Medallic Awards 
Committee recommended immediate ac- 
tion in securing a contract with "an out- 
standing medallic firm for the striking of 
the medals for the current year." At long 
last the literary award medal was a reality, 
expected to be presented for the first time 
at the 1946 ANA convention. 

Although the literary awards had been 
presented only once, in 1945, a pattern of

sorts already had been set. Of the eight 
winners of awards for articles published 
in 1944, five never won again, while the 
remaining three figure among the top 
10-percent of all-time winners. Of these 
three, one holds the second-highest 
number of wins for any individual during 
the first 40 years of the award, and another 
has won awards spread over the greatest 
number of years of anyone by far — he won 
in the first year, 1944, and also the fortieth 
year, 1983! It has been observed that 
award-winning authors come in two main 
varieties — those who write numerous ar- 
ticles well and those who write seldom 
but do an outstanding job— and this 
pattern holds as true today as it did 
40 years ago. 


in full swing 


The award medal designed by Marjorie 
Ankeny finally went into production, and 
matters concerning the literary award pro- 
ceeded on a steady course for a while. In 
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Dr George Heath 

the February 1946 issue of The Numis- 
matist, President Leon V. Belt announced 
that 18 awards would be presented to 
authors of articles published in 1945, and 
of those the first- and second-place win- 
ners, respectively, would receive silver 
and bronze editions of the Ankeny medal, 
with the remaining winners receiving a 
cash stipend. 10 The April issue carried a 
list of all 18 literary-award winners, ar- 
ranged in the order determined by the 
judges. 11 

ANA members had yet to view the 
award medal, as actual die-cutting and 
striking took some time to complete. The 
first formal "coming out" of the new 
medal took place at the 1946 ANA con- 
vention in Davenport, Iowa — the first 
post-war meeting and the first to return 
to the five-day format. During the general 
meeting, President Belt discussed the 
literary awards and unveiled the medals 
that would be presented later in the con- 
vention. A photograph of the medal ap- 
peared in the March 1947 issue of The 
Numismatist, along with a list of the 18 
winners for articles published in 1946. 

The next major development in the 
award format occurred in 1947, when the 
number of cash awards was reduced from 
18 to 3. It was decided that cash and a 
silver medal would be awarded for first 
place, cash and a bronze medal for second, 


and cash alone for third; the 1 5 remaining 
winners would each receive certificates 
of honorable mention, a policy that, in 
modified form, remains in use today. 

At about the same time, it also was 
decided to discontinue the cash award 
altogether, beginning with articles pub- 
lished in the 1948 volume of The Numis- 
matist. It was the intention of ANA Presi- 
dent Loyd B. Gettys to increase the 
number of medals to three — one each in 
gold, silver and bronze — and forgo the 
distribution of a cash prize. Though this 
change was enforced temporarily, a gold 
award medal never was struck, the medals 
presented at the 1949 convention con- 
sisting of one silver and two bronze. 


a major change 


A significant change was instituted at 
the 1949 ANA convention in San Fran- 
cisco when the name of the literary 
award was changed from "Contributions 
to The Numismatist " to "Heath Lit- 
erary Award." 12

The motion to make the change was in- 
itiated from the floor by John J. Pittman 
and seconded by M. Vernon Sheldon; its 
adoption was very strongly supported by 
George Bauer in his talk about Dr. Heath 
and the early history of the ANA. The 
motion was passed by acclamation, and 
the May 1950 issue of The Numismatist 
carried a list of the first winners of the 
award under its new title. 13 

Cash awards were resumed in 1951 for 
articles published in 1950, only to be 
dropped again in 1956. The Executive 
Board at that time decided to expand the 
number of award medals to five, with 
first- and second-place winners each 
receiving silver and the others, bronze. 

A further change came in 1958 with a 
totally new award medal designed by 
Rene Paul Chambellan. Expected to be 
ready in time for the awards ceremony at 
the 1958 annual convention, the new 
medal apparently was delayed in pro- 
duction,- winning authors that year re- 


ceived both the Ankeny and Chambellan 
medals, the latter retroactively, and it was 
not until June 1959 that photographs and 
a description of the new Heath Literary 
Award appeared in The Numismatist . 14 


the Heath Award today 


The Heath Literary Award has under- 
gone three major changes since 1959. 
Beginning in 1966, "special" awards oc- 
casionally have been made, usually for 
overall "columns" or literary contribu- 
tions other than single articles. Special 
awards usually take the form of certif- 
icates, though in 1966 Ernest Krause also 
received a silver medal, as did Glenn 
Smedley in 1980, the most-recent special 
award to date. In 1974 the number of 
award medals was reduced from five back 
to three, with cash stipends authorized for 
the two top winners, and in 1975 a "Cer- 
tificate of Merit" replaced the former 
"Certificate of Honorable Mention." 
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some statistics 


In the 40 years of ANA literary awards, 
245 different individuals have been recog- 
nized for their contributions to The 
Numismatist , with a total of 41 1 awards 
presented. The "special" award category 
remains the most-restricted in total num- 


ber of winners — only eight people have 
been recognized in that category in the 
past 18 years. Some literary award win- 
ners have written, and won, several times, 
while others have appeared on our stage 
but once, yet have managed to walk off 
with major medal awards. The following 
table provides a brief look at ANA literary 
award winners of these first 40 years.

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SWITZERLAND 

Picard Commemorated 

Auguste Picard, developer of the high- 
altitude balloon and inventor of the 
bathyscaph (a free-diving deep-sea re- 
search vessel) is memorialized on a Swiss 
five-franc commemorative released in Oc- 
tober. The obverse portrays a strato- 
spheric balloon and a bathyscaph against 
a background representation of the water 
cycle, and the legend A. PICARD 1884-1962. 
The reverse carries date and denomina- 
tion, while the edge bears 13 stars and 
reads DOMINUS PROVIDEBIT. 

Designed by Hugo Suter, the copper- 
nickel piece weighs 13. 2g and measures 
31mm in diameter. Mintage is limited to 
1,000,000 Uncirculated and 75,000 Proof 
pieces, with net proceeds from sales to 
finance cultural activities. Ordering in- 
formation can be obtained from the Swiss 
National Bank, Bern CH-3003, Switzerland. 

ISLE OF MAN 


Christmas Crown Touts Train 


Issued in celebration of Christmas 
1984, the Isle of Man's 50-pence "double 
crown" continues the theme of transpor- 
tation seen on last year's piece, which 
depicted the Ford Model T automobile. 
This year, designer Leslie Lindsay cap- 
tured the atmosphere of rail travel in 
wintertime at the turn of the century by 
depicting an Isle of Man Railway loco- 
motive, the Sutherland, fitted with a 
snowplow and clearing the Douglas-Peel 
line for a following passenger train. The 
reverse carries Arnold Machin's portrait 
of Queen Elizabeth II, the legend CHRIST- 
MAS and the denomination. 

The Isle of Man Railway was unusual 
among narrow-gauge lines of the British 
Isles in that it was built primarily for 
passenger traffic, its existence depending 
on the tourist industry of the Edwardian 
period. Before the coming of the railways, 
visitors seldom ventured beyond Douglas, 
deterred by the appalling state of the road. 
Only the most intrepid horsemen and ar- 
dent walkers succeeded in exploring the 
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Island before 1873, when the first railway 
line opened. 

The 1984 Christmas crown is struck in 
copper-nickel for circulation, and in cop- 
per-nickel, silver Proof, 22kt-gold Proof 
and platinum versions for collectors. Ad- 
ditional information can be obtained from 
the Pobjoy Mint, Oldfields Rd., Sutton, 
Surrey SMI 2NW, United Kingdom. 

EGYPT 

Cleopatra Adorns Gold Piece 
Largest denomination coin in the coun- 
try's history, a 100-pound gold piece de- 
picting Cleopatra has been released by the 


Egyptian government. The .900 fine piece 
depicts the famous Queen in headdress 
facing left; the reverse shows the de- 
nomination, mintmark, date and Arab let- 
ters A.R.E. 

At 17.15g, the 32mm piece is the largest 
denomination issued by Egypt but is sur- 
passed in weight by ancient gold octo- 
drachms (27. 7g) and gold pentadrachms 
(17. 8g) . A mintage of 15,000 coins is 
planned, with an initial striking of 2,500.

CHINA 

Emperor Qin Depicted on Gold Piece 

The People's Republic of China is offer- 
ing a limited edition of gold and silver 
Proof coins to commemorate its legendary 
first emperor, Qin Shi Huang, and to cele- 
brate the country's 35th anniversary. Pro- 
duced by the China Mint, the series 
comprises four silver 5-yuan coins and a 
22kt-gold 100-yuan piece; mintage is 
limited to 30,000 sets of silver coins and 

25,000 gold pieces. 

Qin Shi Huang forged the first Chinese 
empire, unified both the written language 
and monetary system, and completed con- 
struction of the Great Wall. In 1974, more 
than 2,000 years after Qin's death, ex- 
cavators digging near the ancient city of 
Xi'an near his tomb found 7,000 life-size 
terra cotta warriors that had been buried 
to serve as the emperor's bodyguards in 
the afterlife.

Quebec Society Commemorated 
In honor of the 24th anniversary of the 
Societie Numismatique de Quebec, Serge 
Huard has issued a limited-edition trade 
dollar. The reverse illustrates the logo of 
the SNQ — a token issued in 1852 by 
Joseph Legare — and the obverse features 
the Huard coat-of-arms and a bilingual in- 
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scription, TRADE DOLLAR DE COMMERCE. 
The 38mm crowns are available in pure 
silver, or in base metal with a gold, silver 
or copper finish; mintage is 25, 75, 75 and 
100 pieces, respectively. 

The pure silver trade dollar, housed in 
a walnut case, sells for US$39.50. Finished 
pieces are $2.75 each including postage 
from Serge Huard, Case Postale 402, 
Pointe-aux-Trembles, Quebec H1B 5K3, 
Canada. 

SWEDEN _ 

Gustavus III Depicted on Medal 

Sweden has issued a medal in gold, 
silver and bronze versions to commemo- 
rate the bicentennial of its acquisition of 
the West Indian island of St. Bartholomew 
in 1784. The medal's design is taken from 
original copper engravings commissioned 
by King Gustavus III for an 1 8th-century 
medal. However, Gustavus was murdered 
in 1792, and the medal was never struck. 

Designed by Leo Holmgren and struck 
by the Swedish Mint, the obverse portrays 
Gustavus ID, and the reverse carries a map 
of St. Bartholomew together with the 
Swedish flag. Mintage of the 45mm pieces 
is limited to 20 gold, 600 silver and 600 
bronze specimens. 

The Swedish Mint also has announced 
that 5- and 25-ore coins will not be minted 
in the future. Thus, 1984 sets will be the 
last to include these denominations. Re- 
quests for information should be directed 
to Myntverket, The Swedish Mint, Box 
401, S-631 06 Eskilstuna, Sweden. 

UNITED KINGDOM 

Heralds Honored 

Five centuries of unbroken tradition are 
marked by the issuance of a medallic 
tribute struck by the British Royal Mint 


in honor of the quincentenary of the Col- 
lege of Arms, the home of Great Britain's 
heralds. In medieval times heralds served 
as military staff officers and envoys, but 
with the introduction of professional 
armies their military involvement dimin- 
ished. The College of Arms now com- 
prises three Kings of Arms, six Heralds 
and four Pursuivants, whose ongoing task 
is the granting and recording of coats-of- 
arms, as well as genealogical and histor- 
ical research. 

Measuring 89mm in diameter, the 
medal's obverse bears a three-quarter 
profile of King Richard III encircled 
by RICHARD III, KING OF ENGLAND, 
FOUNDER OF THE COLLEGE OF ARMS 
1484, and the reverse features the Col- 
lege's armorial bearings. Available in solid 
gold (mintage of 250), solid silver (1,000), 
gold-plated bronze (1,000), silver-plated 
bronze (2,500), and bronze (5,000), the 
pieces sell for US$1,250, $120, $49, $39 
and $29, respectively. 

Part of the profit realized from sales will 
be donated to help defray expenses of 
renovating the 300-year-old building that 
houses the College of Arms.

Centerpieces of a Collection 


Part 

The fame of the 1913 Liberty nickel 
can be laid at the doorstep of B. Max 
Mehl, who publicized it in his Star Rare 
Coin Encyclopedia. First offering to pay 
$50 for an example found in circulation 
and later raising the ante to $500, Mehl 
at one time had every schoolboy in the 
United States looking through pocket 
change in an effort to find one! Officers 
of a metropolitan transit company com- 
plained that Mehl's advertising cam- 
paign interfered with their schedules 
because conductors stopped to look at 
the dates on nickels received from 
passengers. 

The 1913 Liberty Head nickel has 
made headlines in recent years as well. 

In 1967 Aubrey and Adeline Bebee, a 
well-known dealer team, startled the 
numismatic world by paying $46,000 
for the J.V. McDermott specimen auc- 
tioned by Paramount at the ANA 
convention held that year in Miami. 
Readers of this column who are old 
enough to remember McDermott's reg- 
ular advertisements in the Numismatic 
Scrapbook will recall that he frequently 
made reference to his prize nickel, 
stating that this person or that encour- 
aged him to part with it! As it turned 
out, he kept it until his death. 

In the early 1970s World Wide Coin 
Investments, an Atlanta firm, acquired 
the Edwin M. Hydeman specimen of 
the nickel from Abe Kosoff, amidst a 
flurry of publicity. Subsequently, this 
example was loaned to the popular tele- 
vision series Hawaii Five-O, which 
featured it in a plot sequence. It then 
went to my firm, then to Superior, who 
sold it to Dr. Jerry Buss, with attendant 
publicity all along the line. I recall ex- 
hibiting it at the ANA convention in 
Los Angeles in 1975. All by itself in a 
display case, the Liberty Head nickel at-

tracted a long line of visitors, not to 
mention newspaper writers and televi- 
sion cameramen! Undoubtedly, the 
mantle of being the most publicized of 
all United States rarities goes to this 
particular piece. 

The 1802 half dime emerges as the 
rarest specimen in this series. In 1883 
Harold P. Newlin, who wrote a mono- 
graph about half dimes, devoted a long 
dissertation about why the 1802 piece 
was the best of all American rarities, 
edging out such contenders as the 1823 
and 1827 quarter dollars and the 1804 
silver dollar. However, in the interven-

ing century the brilliance of the 1802 
has faded, and now the piece is admired 
mainly by specialists. 

This is not as it should be, for the 
1802 half dime is certainly deserving of 
all the publicity it can get. The issue is 
legitimately rare in all grades and is 
unknown in Mint State. At the ANA 
convention in Detroit this year I was 
shown a specimen that I understand 
changed hands at somewhere around 
$50,000. 

No mention of rare half dimes would 
be complete without taking note of the 
1870-S, a hitherto unknown coin pub- 
licized by Rarcoa a few years ago and 
subsequently sold to John Abbott, a 
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Michigan dealer. The piece, believed to 
be unique, undoubtedly will become 
one of the most famous American 
rarities, especially if it changes hands 
a few times. Certainly it is worthy of 
such honors. 

Among rare dimes, the 1894-S comes 
to mind as the most famous. Only a 
dozen or so pieces are known from an 
original mintage of 24. In terms of ab- 
solute rarity, the 1873-CC without 
arrows gets the top honor, the only 
known example being the Eliasberg 
specimen. 

While the king and queen of the dime 
series may be the 1873-CC without ar- 
rows and the 1894-S, there are many 
court attendants. Certainly any collec- 
tor of Mercury dimes, for example, 
aspires to own a top-grade specimen of 
the 1916-D, not to overlook the 1942/1 
overdate or the even rarer 1942/1-D. 
The other day I saw a 1949-S Roosevelt 
dime described as "very rare," perhaps 
a portent of things to come but, more 
likely, simply a misuse of the term in 
order to sell a coin. However, the 1949-S 
Roosevelt dime is indeed a key date. 

The 20-cent series, an abbreviated 
group of coins produced from 1875 to 
1878, contains one of America's most 
renowned coins, the 1876-CC. Fewer 
than 20 specimens of this piece, are 
believed to exist and curiously, nearly all 
of them are Choice Uncirculated. Mint- 
age figures show that 10,000 were 
struck, of which all or nearly all went 
to the melting pot. Just a few pieces 
were rescued, perhaps for review by the 
Assay Commission; it is these speci- 
mens that probably constitute the ex- 
amples known today. 

Like the 1894-S dime, the 1876-CC 
20-cent piece appears at auction with 
some frequency — probably on the aver- 
age of once every four years — so that 
every collector at least has the chance 
to read an auction catalog description 
about one. 

The quarter dollar series boasts of 
many rarities, but the rarity in terms of 
fame is the 1827 original coin, of which 
only about a dozen pieces are known, 
most of them Proofs. The 1873-CC 
without arrows is rarer,- I know of 


only two examples, although others 
may exist. 

The first year of issue, 1796, though 
not a great rarity, is certainly a "popu- 
lar" rarity in the genre of the 1856 
Flying Eagle cent. A necessary item 
for type sets, the 1796 issue represents 
the only year of the Draped Bust ob- 
verse in combination with the small 
eagle reverse. 

Among later quarter dollars, the 
1896-S, 1901-S and 1913-S in the Barber 
series, the 1916 and 1918/7 overdate in 
the Standing Liberty series and, to a 
lesser extent, the 1932-D and 1932-S in 
the Washington series are popular, with 
the degree of rarity depending some- 
what upon preservation. 

In terms of the fame accorded it, the 
candidate for the prime rarity in the half 
dollar series is the 1838-0 issue, of 
which only 20 specimens are believed 
to have been struck. Around a dozen 
can be traced today, most of which have 
prooflike surfaces. Rarer, but less 
famous, are the 1817/4 overdate (of 
which five are believed to exist), the 
1839 small letters reverse and the 
1853-0 without arrows. A number of 
scarcities, if not quite rarities, exist 
among later half dollars, with honors 
going to the Walking Liberty issues of 
1921 in particular. 

The 1804 silver dollar was called the 
"King of American coins" by B. Max 
Mehl, an appellation that has remained 
until the present day. Only 15 examples 
are known to exist, and all were struck 
from new dies prepared at the Mint be- 
tween 1834-58 — there is no such thing 
as an original 1804 dollar. With the ex-

ception of the 1913 Liberty Head nickel, 
the 1804 silver dollar probably has 
received more publicity than any other 
prime rarity. If one scans the pages of 
the American Journal of Numismatics 
and The Numismatist from the early 
years, more columns of print will be 
found about the 1804 dollar than any 
other single American coin issue. In- 
deed, it seems to have been an untiring 
subject, with each month bringing a 
new opinion or some new information. 

The early silver dollar series contains 
numerous other rarities as well. The 
1836-39 Gobrecht dollars are prized by 
those who own them, as are Seated 
Liberty issues dated 1851, 1852, 1858 
and particularly 1870-S. 

Athough the Morgan series has no 
great rarities in terms of demand, con- 
sidering the many thousands of people 
who collect silver dollars, Mint State 
issues of many varieties command high 
premiums. Important in this regard are 
the 1879-CC, 1884-S, 1889-CC, 1892-S, 
1893-CC, 1893-S and several other ex- 
amples. The Proof-only 1895 always 
has had a wide circle of friends, and the 


offering of a specimen invariably creates 
a stir. A rarity for the specialist in- 
cludes the 1922 Peace dollar with high 
relief similar to the 1921. Only about 
a half dozen examples are known to 
exist, all in Matte Proof condition. 

The trade dollar series of 1873-85 con- 
tains two rarities, the 1884 and 1885. 
Of the former it is believed that ten 
were struck; a mintage of five is gener- 
ally accepted for the 1885, although no 
one knows for sure because the pieces 
were made clandestinely. At one time 
Virgil Brand had five or six 1884 trade 
dollars and three or four 1885 pieces! At 
the same time in the early 1920s, 
Colonel E.H.R. Green, another super- 
collector, possessed all five known 19 13 
Liberty Head nickels! Of course "this 
prevented the hoarders from getting 
them," as my friend Otto C arisen used 
to say! 

The subject of rarities in the gold coin 
series is a fascinating one. Actually, the 
term rarity tends to lose its meaning 
when applied to gold issues such as 
early Half Eagles, which offer a virtual 
parade of seldom-seen pieces. So, rarity 
is relative rather than absolute. Condi- 
tion plays a part also, and as David 
Akers has pointed out, a coin can be 
very common in Very Fine or Extremely 
Fine grade, or it can be an extreme rarity 
or even unknown in MS grade, as illus- 
trated by numerous Liberty Head issues 
of the 1840s through 1860s. 

The rarest gold dollar of the 1849-89 
era is the 1849-C with open wreath, 
although issues such as the 1860-D, 
1861-D and 1875 probably have received 
more publicity, simply because more 
examples have appeared in auction 
catalogs. 

Quarter Eagles, which were minted 
from 1796-1929, contain many rare 
issues, but probably the most famous 
is the 1841, affectionately termed "Little 
Princess" (perhaps so-designated by Abe 
Kosoff, although the orthography is 
unclear). Only a dozen or so pieces are 
known to exist, most of which are 
Proofs or have prooflike surfaces. 

All Quarter Eagles, from the 1796 to 
the 1834 with motto, are scarce, the 
rarest being the 1804 with 13-star 
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reverse. When I cataloged the Eliasberg 
Collection of gold coins in 1982, the 
13-star reverse was one of the few well- 
known die varieties not represented. No 
example has appeared on the market in 
recent times. The number of pieces ex- 
isting can be counted on one hand, with 
some fingers left over. 

The 1848 issue with CAL. above the 
eagle is not a great rarity but certainly 
is romantic and popular. It has my vote 
for one of the most interesting of all 
American coins. The 1863 Quarter 
Eagle, known only in Proof condition, 
is a major rarity, as are the 1854-S and 
several Dahlonega issues. 

Among $3 gold pieces the most 
famous rarity is the 1870-S, of which 
just one specimen exists — the Eliasberg 
coin that sold for $687,000 in Novem- 
ber 1982. Runners-up include the 1875 
and 1876 issues. 

All $4 gold pieces, or Stellas, are 
scarce, with the 1879 Coiled Hair, 1880 
Flowing Hair and 1880 Coiled Hair 
issues being extremely rare. Fewer than 
20 pieces are known of the latter 
varieties. 

Of all denominations in American 
numismatics the Half Eagle series con- 
tains the most major rarities. Premier 
among them is the 1822 issue, of which 
just three are known to exist, two of 
which reside in the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution's collection. The sole remaining 
example in private hands was auctioned 
for $687,500 as part of the Eliasberg 
Collection two years ago. Rarer, but not 
as well known, is the 1797 with 16-star 
obverse, the unique example of which 
is in the Smithsonian. 

The 1798 Half Eagle with small eagle 
reverse is a major rarity, as are issues 
dated 1815 and 1819, including all 
pieces from 1820 through 1834 (with 
motto). The 1825/4 overdate also should 
be singled out because just two pieces 
are believed to exist, one appearing 
in the Kaufman Collection sold by 
Rarcoa a few years ago and the other 
being the Eliasberg coin. Among later 
Half Eagles the 1854-S is an extreme 
rarity. Just three examples can be traced 
with certainty. 

The $10, or Eagle, series has no 


famous rarities, but if one had to choose 
a candidate, the 1858 would probably 
come to mind. This issue has received 
a fair amount of publicity over the years 
but has not captured the public's imag- 
ination. Numerous early 1795-1804 
issues are scarce, and the rarity label 
can be justly applied to a number of 
later pieces as well. Toward the end of 
the series, two varieties of the 1907 
Indian style, the 1920-S, the 1930-S 
and, in particular, the 1933 are fairly 
well-known. 

The most famous issue in the Double 
Eagle series is the 1849, a unique 
specimen of which reposes in the 
Smithsonian Institution. Other rarities 
include the 1854-0, 1856-0, 1861-S 
Paquet, 1883, 1884, 1886, 1907 MCMVD 
extremely high relief, and several dates 
in the Saint-Gaudens series of the 1920s 
and 30s. 

Worthy of mention are two prime 
rarities in this series. The 1861 
Philadelphia Mint Paquet issue, of 
which just two pieces are believed to 
exist, is so rare that no specimens have 
appeared on the market in recent times. 
The 1933 Double Eagle likewise is a 
major rarity, with no auction appear- 
ances in recent decades. 

Years ago the Treasury Department 
seized several 1933 $20 pieces, but nu- 
mismatists today believe that this may 
have been a misguided effort, for it 
seems that examples may have been 
legitimately acquired from the Treasury 
during the early weeks of 1933. It is not 
part of the American system to auto- 
matically surmise that a 1933 Double 
Eagle has been "stolen" simply because 
it does not have a pedigree specifically 
linking it back to the moment it left the 
Mint. If this were the case, then owner- 
ship would be difficult to prove for 
virtually every United States coin in ex- 
istence, except for modem Proof sets 
and other Mint-issued specialties. 

This concludes my discussion about 
famous rarities in the regular American 
series. Such pieces are fascinating, and 
I hope that the next time you see one 
shown at a convention or described in 
an auction catalog, you will derive a 
measure of vicarious enjoyment from it.

DAVID R. CERVIN 


Originated and administered by David R. Cervin, the Roman Coin Project is a program 
designed for all members of the ANA, enabling them to earn Roman, Byzantine and Greek 
coins for their activities in numismatics. A total of ten ancient coins can be earned — five 
Roman coins, four Byzantine coins and one Greek coin. The program is offered free to juniors; 
a $12 registration fee is required of adult participants. Further information and a Roman

Meet Todd Shewmaker of Boerne, 
Texas. Todd is the twenty-fourth young 
numismatist to complete the Roman 
Coin Project. En route he earned Roman 
coins of Constantius II (337-361 A.D.), 
featuring VOT / V / MVLT / X on the 
reverse (vows to the Roman gods); Ar- 
cadius (383-408 A.D.), showing a Roman 
warrior carrying a trophy and dragging 
a captive (military propaganda type); 
Theodosius II (402-450 A.D.), showing 
on the reverse a balanced Christian 
cross within a wreath; and Theodosius 
I (379-395 A.D.), depicting a modified 
chi rho on the reverse, representing the 
first two letters of Christ's Greek name. 

He also picked up Byzantine coins of 
Alexius I (1081-1118 A.D.), an anony- 
mous bronze with strictly Christian 
motifs and legends; Romanus III (1028- 
1034 A.D.), showing Christ's portrait 
above Greek words meaning "Jesus 
Christ conqueror"; John I (960-976 
A.D.), featuring one of the earliest 
bronze portraits of Christ, and the re- 
verse legend JESUS CHRIST, KING OF 
KINGS; and Justin I (518-527 A.D.), 
depicting a large chi rho on the re- 
verse, a classic coin that anyone would 
cherish. 

Note that of the eight coins, six fea- 
ture early Christian symbolism, the 
chef-d'oeuvre being the chi rho of Justin 
I. This alone makes the group especially 
attractive because collectors of Roman 
coins usually do not specialize in this 
field. 

And that's not all. Just for completing 
the program, Todd received two bonus 
coins — a scyphate (saucer-shaped coin) 
of Alexius III (1195-1203 A.D.) and a 
seleucis and pieria of Antioch, struck 
before the birth of Christ. He also re- 


ceived a book about numismatics and 
six pamphlets covering a variety of 
topics. Perhaps most important, the 
coins were earned by completing nu- 
mismatic projects in the RCP and thus 
didn't cost Todd a cent. 

Let me tell you more about Todd and 
his numismatic accomplishments. First 
and foremost, he has been the junior 
chairman of the Texas Numismatic As- 
sociation for two years. This position 
calls for writing a column for the organ- 
ization's journal, and, much to Todd's 
credit, he never missed an issue. He also 
was awarded honorable mention in the 
TNA's literary competition, received a 
scholarship to the ANA summer semi- 
nar, and attended and exhibited at the 
New York International Coin Show. 

According to Todd, "Besides coin col- 
lecting my hobbies include basketball, 
football, card collecting, baseball and 
fishing — though not necessarily in that 
order." He also has been elected to the 
National Honor Society, which illus- 
trates how well-rounded a young nu- 
mismatist can be. 

Fifteen-year-old Anne M. Lacey of 
Wrentham, Massachusetts, is a case in 
point. She is the twenty-fifth person to 
complete the RCP and has this to say 
on the subject: "At the moment I am 
very happy because with seven coins 
earned and a lot of hard work accom- 
plished, I believe I have successfully 
completed the Roman Coin Project. I 
will miss this project a lot. I learned so 
much on a subject I knew nothing 
about. But thanks to you and this 
project and reading on my part, I was 
educated in numismatics and history to 
boot. Thank you so much for the exper- 
ience I just completed." Anne expressed 
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it well, for tremendous satisfaction can 
be gained from the RCP. 

To complete the program, Anne ex- 
hibited seven coins and several numis- 
matic pamphlets, which she already 
had earned, at a New Bedford, Massa- 
chusetts, coin show. Her exhibit orig- 
inally was displayed non-competitively 
at the show, but her brother, who owns 
a shop of his own, liked it so much that 
he invited Anne to display it in his 
shop window. 

The eighth coin she earned, a result 
of exhibiting the first seven, is the finest 
of the bunch. Except for mint and of- 
ficina (sub-division of a mint used by 
the Byzantines for mint control), every 
completor of the eighth requirement 
receives the same piece — an AE penta- 
nummium (copper or bronze 5-nummia 
piece) issued by Justin I, who is con- 
sidered the second Byzantine emperor. 

The obverse of this piece depicts a 
bust of Justin facing right together 
with the legend, usually incomplete or 
blurred, DN IVSTINVS PP AVG, which 
translates OUR LORD, JUSTIN, FATHER 
OF HIS COUNTRY, AUGUSTUS. Note 
that Latin has neither the letter J nor U, 
and that I and V are substituted. 

On the reverse we see a large X (chi 
in Greek) combined with a P ( rho ), the 
first two letters of the Greek XPISTOS, 
meaning Christ. These letters were 
useful in identifying Christ, particularly 
because many Christians were illiter- 
ate. Thus, the design logically is termed 
a Christogram — a monogram featuring 
the word Christ. 

Identified by David Sear as SB 85 (S 
for Sear, B for Byzantine), the coin 
carries the letter B in the left quadrant, 
designating the second officina, and the 
letter E in the right quadrant, denoting 
the fifth letter of the Greek alphabet 
and representing the denomination 5 
nummia. The piece is distinct because 
the chi rho occupies the entire coin, 
whereas most often the symbol is small 
and depicted atop a labarum (staff). 

Interestingly, there are ten variants of 
this coin, only eight of which have been 
identified by Sear. Because this oversize 
chi rho is the logical coin for comple- 
tion of the RCP's final requirement, I 


have secured a large number comprising 
all ten varieties. The variants un- 
doubtedly will provide the ingredients 
for a thoughtful article, or perhaps a col- 
umn for the RCP. Don't be surprised to 
see more about this subject! 

The point of all this is that Anne has 
one of these historically fine chi rho 
specimens, and if her collection con- 
tains a finer coin, it must have a rather 
large pecuniary value. She also received 
as a bonus an ancient Greek coin from 
the 2nd century B.C. and a scyphate of 
Alexius III, not to mention numismatic 
books and reprints of my articles. 

This points to the fact that Anne 
Lacey is an exceptional youngster. Yet 
any person with determination can find 
both personal satisfaction and material 
reward by participating in the Roman 
Coin Project. 

Perhaps the most important mile- 
stone of the RCP's ten-year history is 
the fact that Sanford Zilberberg of Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, became the twenty-sixth 
participant to complete the program. 
You rightfully might ask what is so 
remarkable about this; after all, twenty- 
five others preceded him in this studi- 
ous accomplishment. 

Now hear this! Sanford is 33 years 
old, and is the first adult participant to 
complete the program. Remember, the 
RCP was conceived to offer juniors an 
opportunity to sharpen their numis- 
matic skills through the guidance of the 
ANA. As a result of requests by adults 
to participate, last year the board of 
governors opened the program to every- 
one, and the rest is history. More than 
100 requests for information have been 
received, resulting in 40 ancient coins 
being earned by more than 1 5 adults, in- 
cluding Sanford. 

Sanford did a fine job in earning his 
eighth and final coin. Exhibiting at the 
Second Greater Cincinnati Numismatic 
Exposition, he showed two red velvet 
cases. The title, "The Roman Coin Proj- 
ect," was stenciled in Gothic letters 
with silver highlights. Two maps — 
depicting the western part of the 
Roman Empire, and Turkey and the 
eastern Empire with Constantinople as 
its capital — formed the heart of San- 
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ford's exhibit. His seven RCP coins 
were displayed on the maps, and com- 
plete information about how they were 
earned was included. While earning his 
eighth coin, Sanford certainly demon- 
strated the spirit of what the program 
is all about. 

Sanford's family consists of wife 
Linda and children Joshua and Eliza- 
beth. His may be called a typically 
happy American home, but it wasn't 
always that way. In 1978 terrible 
tragedy overtook the Zilberbergs with 
the death of their oldest child. In an at- 
tempt to reduce the heartache, Sanford 
reentered coin collecting, an activity he 


began and quickly abandoned at age 10. 
Joining the Cincinnati Numismatic 
Association, he rapidly rose to presi- 
dent, joined the ANA and attended its 
Cincinnati convention. Then came the 
Roman Coin Project, of which Sanford 
was the first adult earner of a Roman 
coin, as recorded in the June 1984 issue 
of The Numismatist. Thus, score a 
victory for numismatics, and credit 
assists to the ANA and the RCP. 

Juniors and adults alike can attain the 
same goal as Sanford and the twenty- 
five other "graduates" of the Roman 
Coin Project. Write to me for more 
information.

Grading Tips 

A few Saturdays ago I spent the morn- 
ing with two bright young numisma- 
tists, discussing the basics of grading 
Uncirculated coins. After about three 
hours, certain areas emerged as key fac- 
tors often overlooked by the novice who 
is just getting his feet wet in the Uncir- 
culated coin market. With thanks to 
my two "students," I have come up 
with the following list of considerations 
for the neophyte investor. 

1) It is easier for the novice to learn 
grading if he studies a variety of coins 
that feature similar designs. For exam- 
ple, the obverses of the Morgan dollar, 
Franklin half and Bridgeport commem- 
orative all have similar portrait designs, 
just as $20 Saint-Gaudens gold pieces 
resemble Standing Liberty quarters. 

Grading specifics vary from one series 
of coins to another, but coins carrying 
similar designs often are graded by 
similar criteria. I would suggest that 
novices, when they begin to expand in- 
to different series, try to stick with 
coins of similar design, thereby enhanc- 
ing the speed and quality of their nu- 
mismatic learning process. 

2) Luster is one of the toughest fac- 
tors for a novice to accurately evaluate. 


for the Neophyte 

Only so much can be learned from 
books; extensive "hands-on" training is 
necessary before the luster of a coin can 
be fully evaluated and appreciated. 

Luster within the same series can 
vary from satiny or frosty, to semi- 
prooflike or prooflike,- only by viewing 
all the possibilities for a particular issue 
can one hope to properly evaluate the 
luster factor for a single coin. Likewise, 
this viewing process must be repeated 
for each new series of coins studied. 
After years of experience, however, one 
should be able to evaluate the coin for 
original luster, and determine whether 
the current luster is acceptable for a par- 
ticular grade classification or whether 
it has been tampered with through 
"dipping" or some other process. 

3) Bagmarks are an important con- 
sideration often overlooked in most 
guides for grading Uncirculated coins. 
The location of these marks is of ex- 
treme importance in some series, such 
as the Morgan dollar, where the appear- 
ance of a mark or marks on Liberty's i 
cheek is a critical grading factor. 
Almost every series has its key areas, 
some appearing on just one side of the 
coin and others on both. However, the

rim of a coin always should be carefully 
examined for filing, bagmarks, old 
mounts and other factors that drasti- 
cally affect the coin's grade and value. 

4) Quality of strike is important in 
determining a coin's value and, to some 
extent, grade. However, this character- 
istic often is as difficult to evaluate as 
luster, since strike possibilities can vary 
from issue to issue within a series. One 
must know enough not to look for de- 
tails that never were present on the dies 
used to strike a particular coin. 

5) Eye appeal is very important to the 
grade, value and saleability of a coin. An 
MS-65 piece with good luster, good 
strike and no detracting marks may 
trade for one third the price of a similar 
coin with good strike and no detracting 
marks but exceptional luster. Excep- 
tional striking detail or gorgeous toning 
also could greatly enhance the value 
and saleability of an MS-65 piece. Al- 
though all MS-65 coins are considered 
equal, eye appeal makes some more 
equal than others. 

6) Hairlines often are tough for the 
novice to see and should be pointed out 
by a professional on coins of varying 
metals and surfaces. Fine scratches that 
appear on the surface of a coin, hairlines 
are visible when the coin is tilted at cer- 
tain angles to the light and usually 
don't require magnification for viewing. 

7) Toning — attractive or unattractive, 
natural or artificial — is another grading 
consideration that can be learned only 
through experience. One must view 
numerous examples of original, desir- 
able toning for a particular issue before 
proper evaluations can be made. 

8) Guidesheets should not be master 
to the novice. Professionals use guide- 
sheet values merely as an indicator, 
determining the value of a particular 
coin above or below what the guide- 
sheet reflects. In order to make accurate 
use of guidesheet values it is nec- 
essary to view some of the coins that 


were traded to make up the guide- 
sheet levels. 

9) Following auctions is a good way 
for the novice to gain much knowledge 
about grading and pricing, however, it 
is necessary to be aware of a common 
"trick of the trade." Often a participant 
will bid on his own coin just to drive 
the price up, and the novice should be 
conscious of this, particularly when 
the bidding is left to only two or 
three people. 

The novice can benefit most from 
studying auction results if he first 
evaluates a number of lots in a par- 
ticular series and then discusses them 
with experts both before and after the 
sale. However, he should avoid trying 
to cover too many areas and grades at 
one time, as few meaningful conclu- 
sions will be drawn. 

10) Reading is invaluable, and some 
of the best grading material available is 
contained in newsletters and weekly 
newspapers, which often are more up- 
to-date on current grading nuances than 
books are. 

1 1) Classes in grading techniques of- 
fered by the ANA and other organiza- 
tions should be considered by anyone 
interested in Uncirculated coins. 

12) Bid boards at local coin shops of- 
fer information that is useful in enhanc- 
ing evaluating skills, and local dealers 
usually are more than willing to share 
their own knowledge with a beginner. 

13) Local coin clubs offer unlimited 
opportunities for learning, and I encour- 
age novices to join a club in their area. 

There you have it — a baker's dozen 
of often-overlooked tips for the novice. 
I hope they prove useful in helping 
some individuals recognize a few avoid- 
able pitfalls. 

Market Update

The market as a whole has been soft 
recently, with a "wait and see" attitude 
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seemingly present as election time ap- 
proaches. Gold spot is $341.80, with 
silver at $7.49. 

The strongest market area seems to 
be U.S. commemoratives. Many issues 
are trading above guidesheet levels, 
resulting in the weekly price gains cur- 
rently reflected. 

Uncirculated dollars as singles or 
rolls appear to be firming up (no doubt 
influenced by the National Silver Dol- 
lar Convention, November 8-11). Also, 
Uncirculated rolls of 90-percent silver 
dimes, quarters and halves consistently 
are among the firmer areas of the mar- 
ket because of hard-money asset de- 
mand and diminished supplies resulting 
from large melts in the early 1980s. 

Proof sets, especially the later silver 
issues, are in demand again and are a 
favorite of hard-asset companies that 
sell half dollars in quantity. 

Gold coins in lower Uncirculated 
grades are holding firm despite dull or 
low metal prices, and gem type coins 
remain soft with the exception of gem 


gold. Many professionals feel that now 
is the time to look at MS-65 type coins, 
as in many instances they are dis- 
counted below guidesheet levels. Other 
professionals recently have been quoted 
as favoring MS-63 pieces for fun and 
profit, claiming that many MS-65 coins 
carry exhorbitant premiums. 

How the impending authorization of 
new U.S. currency is perceived by 
| hoarders of cash could greatly affect the 
| funds flowing into tangible assets. 
Some professionals look for a possible 
increase in coin values, especially those 
that are bullion-oriented, once the cur- 
I rency exchange is approved. 

The future of ANACS, whether to 
improve it or dissolve it, has been the 
subject of much controversy in the 
numismatic community. As always, 
rumors abound, but the only way to 
make your personal views count is to 
contact your representative on the 
ANA Board of Governors so that he or 
she can make decisions based on the 
feelings of the membership.

Charitable Donations 


An individual wishing to donate ap- 
preciated coins to a church, educational 
institution or charity is typically faced 
with two alternatives: 1) he or she can 
sell the coins, paying tax on the gain 
and donating the net cash proceeds,- or 
2) the coins themselves can be donated 
directly to the charity. 

In most situations, it is advantageous 
to make a direct donation, since it will 
provide a larger deduction for the tax- 
payer while at the same time generating 
increased proceeds for the charitable 
organization. However, the obvious ad- 
vantages of direct donation have led to 
tax abuses, with many taxpayers inten- 
tionally overvaluing their donations. 

To help curb this problem, a new tax 
law has been instituted to include 
special substantiation requirements for 
charitable gifts in excess of $5,000. The 
provisions apply either to one single 
asset or any collection of similar items 
donated to one or more charities. 

Applicable to tax returns filed after 
1984, the law requires donors to obtain 
written independent appraisals of the 
property's fair market value prior to fil- 
ing the return. The appraiser must be 
qualified and cannot be the taxpayer, a 
party to the transaction in which the 
taxpayer acquired the property, the re- 
cipient of the donation, or any person 
related to or regularly employed by the 
donor. In addition, the appraisal must 
state that it is intended for income tax 
purposes and must be signed by the ap- 
praiser, listing his or her tax identifica- 
tion number. 

The donor must attach this appraisal, 
along with his tax return statements 
regarding the cost and acquisition date 
of the donated property or any other in- 


formation the IRS might require, to his 
tax return. If the charity disposes of the 
donated property within two years, it 
must furnish an information report 
to the IRS and the donor, giving the 
donor's name and tax identification 
number, a description of the prop- 
erty, the date of contribution, and 
the amount the charity received on 
disposition. 

Failure to file this return will subject 
the charity to penalties; likewise, an 
overvaluation of 50 percent or more 
will automatically subject the taxpayer 
to a penalty of 30 percent of the result- 
ing underpayment. However, a showing 
of reasonable basis for a valuation can 
take the taxpayer off the hook for the 
30-percent negligence penalty. 

Tax Queries 

Q. I have an extensive coin collection, 
and I recently acquired a computer that 
I use exclusively to maintain records for 
this collection. I consider myself to be 
a serious investor, not a casual collec- 
tor, and on a prior audit by the IRS, I 
was allowed to deduct certain numis- 
matic losses, since the IRS agreed with 
my contention that I am truly an in- 
vestor. However, can I claim any deduc- 
tions on my new computer, especially 
in light of the drastic changes in the tax 
law? 

A. Because you are not using the com- 
puter in a trade or business, you will not 
be allowed to claim any investment 
credit. Investment-related use still 
qualifies for a depreciation deduction, 
but it will be figured on a straight-line 
basis over a 12-year recovery period. 
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■ With our Association's centennial in 
the offing, we shall read and hear more 
about its formative years and somewhat 
erratic growth. To this octogenarian, an 
active member of the ANA for nearly 
half of its existence, the real interest 
lies in the people who have kept it alive, 
nourished it and devoted their talents 
to its development. 

We have a "Hall of Fame" intended 
to keep alive the names of the hobby's 
"greats." Being fallible, the Hall 
displays some names with credentials 
that are open to doubt, while a few 
deserving members have not yet been 
enshrined. One of the latter surely is 
Charles M. Johnson, an ANA member 
from 1951 until his death in 1979, with 
whom the writer was linked in efforts 
exerted for the good of the Association. 

His noteworthy service began in 1959 
when he proposed and was placed in 
charge of producing four books of 
reprints of the best articles published in 
The Numismatist. As was his wont, 
Charles proceeded so energetically that 
the project was completed the follow- 
ing year. 

In 1961 he was elected to the board 
of governors and two years later was 
charged with developing plans for a 
"home and headquarters" and raising 
funds for its construction. The June 
1964 issue of The Numismatist carried 
the first article by "Charlie" on the 
need for a national headquarters, and 
two months later a drive was launched 
to raise the necessary funds. 

For four years he worked relentlessly 
toward the goal that culminated on 
June 10, 1967, in the dedication of the 
debt-free ANA headquarters in Colorado 
Springs. He had written appeals and pro- 
motional articles (usually about two 
pages in length) in more than twenty 
issues of The Numismatist, keeping the 
project and need for contributions 
before the membership constantly. Yes, 
Charlie had some help but much came 
as the result of his prodding. 

Feeling that he had accomplished his

objective, Charlie declined nomination 
for election to a fifth term on the board 
in 1969. The Association's Medal of 
Merit and its Farran Zerbe Memorial 
Award were awarded to him after his 
retirement from the board. He cherished 
these awards, but how helpful are they 
now in keeping his name alive? 

Probably most thinking members 
would agree that concentration of the 
previously scattered ANA activities in 
a single situation was a milestone in the 
development of the Association. The in- 
tent was to provide more and better ser- 
vice to members at less cost— lower 
taxes, a politician might say. How well 
it has succeeded is debatable. That 
there have been unforseen develop- 
ments is certain; whether for better or 
for worse they must not be linked to 
Charlie Johnson's concept. 

After three-quarters of a century as a 
growing but primarily fratemal/hobby 
organization, the new centralization 
opened the way for these attributes to 
give way to more commercialism. Col- 
lecting coins as a hobby gave way 
slowly to buying coins for investment, 
and the ANA organization has yielded 
and is still being swayed to the com- 
mercial aspect. 

Do you want specifics? Take a 
thoughtful look at the ANACS grading 
controversy that arises mostly from the 
commercial and pecuniary features of 
numismatics and is becoming the head- 
wagging tail of a nice dog. 

Another one? Without demeaning 
any of the five individuals, our board of 
governors has a ruling majority of ac- 
tive coin dealers. Fine men though they 
may be, they are humans with the com- 
mon trait of self-preservation. 

If the members of the Association 
favor the course it is taking, then we 
four-digit-membership-number oldsters 
should acquiesce, regardless of our 
views. But the members should be 
aware of the trend and be sure their 
view of the forest is not obscured by a 
few trees. Look toward the bicentennial!

Numerous Flaws Mark Counterfeit 
1937 Antietam Commemorative

With the new interest recently gen- 
erated in the area of U.S. commemorative 
coinage, collectors should be aware of 
deceptive counterfeit 1937 Antietam 
commemorative half dollars. These bogus 
specimens originally were reported in 
1980 but could resurface to take advan-

tage of the new collectors/investors enter- 
ing today's marketplace. 

One tip-off that betrays the authenticity 
of the counterfeit is luster. Upon initial 
inspection, the piece appears to be over- 
dipped; luster is present but is "washed 
out" and exhibits a dull gray color, which 
is quite unlike the brilliant "cartwheel" 
luster usually apparent on genuine An- 
tietam commemoratives. 

Although the counterfeit boasts numer- 
ous flaws, outstanding diagnostic features 
are slight, and a good magnifying glass is 
recommended for close inspection. Some 
of the more noticeable diagnostics on the 
obverse include a depression on the lower 
portion of the vertical shaft of the D in 
UNITED; a series of reed marks in the

middle of General Lee's cheek; a diagonal 
depression on the top edge of Lee's coat 
collar, just to the right of his tie ; and 
a raised line through TES of STATES. 
Other raised lines are present around the 
T of UNITED, the E of AMERICA, and the 
A of DOLLAR. 

The reverse of the counterfeit 1937 An- 
tietam commemorative displays depres- 
sions below the first A of ANNIVERSARY; 
on the lower.edge of the river; above the 
E of THE and the R of BURNSIDE; and on 
the right arch of the Burnside Bridge. An 
obvious raised line of metal extends 
through ERSAR of ANNIVERSARY, and 
other lines occur around the E of BATTLE, 
the IE of ANTIETAM, the VE and Y of 
SEVENTY, and the IFT of FIFTH. 

Despite its flaws, this counterfeit can 
still deceive the careless or unknowledge- 
able collector or dealer. Therefore, it is im- 
perative to carefully inspect not only the 
coins, but also the reputation of the in- 
dividual with whom you are dealing. 
Above all, arm yourself with a knowledge 
of the coins you wish to purchase.

All 
photographic fees must be pre-paid, with the understanding that the fees will be refunded 
if the finished product does not meet the customer's expectations. 
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Buyer/Seller Good Practice Standards Announced 


At the board of governors meeting held 
August 21, 1983, during the ANA's 92nd 
Anniversary Convention in San Diego, 
newly-elected president Q. David Bowers 
appointed a committee to study the issue 
of buyer/seller relationships in numis- 
matics. The committee, composed of 
ANACS director Ken Bressett, ANA 
governor and dealer Kurt Krueger, and 
Georgia numismatist Bill Fivaz, was re- 
quested to make recommendations to the 
board concerning this important aspect of 
the hobby. 

After much correspondence, numerous 
telephone conversations and a committee 
meeting held earlier this year during the 


Florida United Numismatists convention, 
at which Bob Wilhite of Numismatic 
News offered his input, a proposal was 
finalized. 

The committee concurred that much of 
the responsibility for accurate grading 
falls on the buyer. He must take the in- 
itiative to leam proper grading techniques 
and become confident in his assessment 
of the coin in question. Likewise, it is im- 
portant to understand that the following 
proposal represents suggested standards of 
good practice between buyers and sellers. 
However, the committee strongly recom- 
mends that these points be adopted and 
followed by the numismatic community. 


SUGGESTED HOBBY STANDARDS OF GOOD PRACTICE 
FOR BUYERS AND SELLERS OF NUMISMATIC ITEMS 


1 . The buyer should be well aware of 
what is being purchased. Every individual 
has a responsibility to properly identify 
and grade coins without relying on an- 
other's opinion. 

2. A buyer/seller contract, in writing, 
should be part of each sales agreement. 
The sales contract should be explicit 
concerning terms of sale, guarantees, 
authenticity, grade, and description of 
merchandise. 

3. Return privileges may vary with 
type of sale. In all cases, coins determined 
to be counterfeit or altered may be re- 
turned for refund or replacement without 
a time limit. 

a. Cases involving grading dis- 
putes or other objections must be 
given prompt response by both 
buyer and seller. Objections must 
be stated in writing within 30 days. 

b. Transactions conducted in per- 
son between a buyer and seller are 
considered final unless otherwise 
stated in writing. Authenticity guar- 
antees should remain in effect 
indefinitely. 

c. Mail order transactions are sub- 
ject to approval by the buyer, but 
returns must be made within 15 
days from date of mailing. Refund 
or replacement must be made by 
the seller within 15 days of receipt 
of the returned item. 


d. Auction bids are legal and bind- 
ing contracts that must be honored 
by the bidder. Returns of unaccept- 
able merchandise may only be made 
by agreement of the auctioneer in 
accordance with the stated rules of 
the auction. Floor bids are con- 
sidered final. 

e. Coins sent on approval should 
be sealed in holders that permit easy 
inspection of both sides and the 
edge. Removing coins from such 
holders can void the return privilege 
if so stated in the agreement. 

f. The return privilege may be ex- 
tended only by mutual agreement if 
the buyer desires to have the mer- 
chandise examined by a third party. 
Terms of extended time must be 
stated in writing. 

4. Buyer/seller disputes will be con- 
sidered by third parties only upon the 
receipt of formal written complaints. 

5. Misleading claims regarding rarity, 
value, grade or investment potential 
should be considered bad practice and 
detrimental to the hobby. 

6. Sellers should state clearly their 
basis for grading, using either Photograde, 
Brown & Dunn or ANA standards. The 
use of the ANA logo does not imply that 
ANA grading standards are employed. Use 
of ANA grades (MS-63, etc.) imply that 
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ANA standards have been used; only of- 
ficial designations are allowed in the ANA 
system (plus ( 4- ) and minus ( - ) symbols 
or 'bn between" numbers not designated 
in the Official ANA Grading Standards 
for United States Coins are not 
permitted). 

7. The following differences in "per- 
ceived" grading are sufficient to justify a 
complaint: a difference of one grade for 
circulated coins, and a difference of one 
grade level (two to three points) for Mint 
State coins. 

Example: The seller grades a coin 
MS-65/65 and sells it at that price level. 
The buyer, after examining the coin 
and/or obtaining another opinion, feels 


the coin is MS-63/65. This would be suf- 
ficient grounds for complaint. 

8. Disputed differences of opinion 
should be arbitrated by relying on the of- 
ficial ANA grading standards. Should that 
opinion be challenged, a panel of consult- 
ants, mutually agreed to by the parties in- 
volved, should make the final decision. 

9. Items purchased in accordance with 
a seller's guarantee and sales agreement 
will not be subject to complaint action by 
the ANA. 

10. All transactions between buyer and 
seller are subject to existing laws cover- 
ing minors, stolen goods, fraud and 
misrepresentation. 


San Antonio Hosts Midwinter “Fiesta" 


Situated on the headwaters of the San 
Antonio River in southern Texas, the 
beautiful city of San Antonio welcomes 
visitors to the ANA's 7th Annual Mid- 
winter Convention, a numismatic "fiesta" 
scheduled February 21-24, 1985.

ago by a Spanish military expedition from 
Mexico, combines the flavor of modern 
America with considerable foreign influ- 
ence. The result is a harmonious blend of 
Spanish, Mexican, Texan, German, Irish, 
Lebanese and Greek cultures in a city that 
continues to maintain particularly close 
ethnic ties with Mexico, a mere 150 miles 
to the southwest. 

San Antonio probably is best-known as 
the home of the Alamo — site of the 
famous battle during Texas' war for in- 
dependence from Mexico. Built in 1718 as 
a Franciscan mission, the Alamo served 
as a fortress in February 1836 when 188 
patriots within its walls faced a 13-day 
onslaught from approximately 5,000 
Mexican soldiers; knowing that their 
situation was hopeless, the brave men of 
the Alamo chose to give their lives in the 
name of liberty. 

The Mexicans, despite their victory, 
suffered substantial losses, and the fate of 
the men at the Alamo served to instill an 
even greater longing for freedom in the 
people of Texas. Spurred on by cries of 
"Remember the Alamo," 800 Texan and 
American volunteers led by General Sam 
Houston on April 21, 1836, routed a Mexi- 
can army of 1,300 at San Jacinto near Gal- 
veston, capturing Mexican leader Santa 
Anna and forever freeing Texas from Mex- 
ican rule. Today the Alamo still stands, 
located in the heart of downtown San

Antonio — a sober reminder of the value 
of freedom. 

Throughout the city's downtown area 
one senses a pleasant combination of past 
and present. The Paseo del Rio section of 
the San Antonio River winds quietly 
through town, linking missions and mu- 
seums, parks and towering skyscrapers. A 
landscaped walkway running along the 
banks of the river passes under busy 
thoroughfares, creating a peaceful retreat, 
and is lined with a variety of boutiques, 
restaurants and nightclubs. 

Historically, public markets have played 
a vital role in San Antonio's culture and 
economy. Located on the original site of 
San Antonio's first official public market, 
Market Square retains much of the flavor 
of those early days. 

A well-known "people place," Market 
Square serves as the site of fiestas and 
open-air entertainment. Numerous shops 
and restaurants line the central square and 
walkways, offering authentic Mexican 
food, imported clothing, crafts, South- 
western art, herbs, spices and liquors. In 
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San Antonio’s Market Square maintains the 
age-old tradition of the town market as a 
center for shopping, dining, entertainment, 
public gatherings and people-watching. 


addition, an extensively renovated farmers' 
market has been converted into a large 
indoor shopping area known as "El Mer- 
cado/' which is patterned after an au- 
thentic Mexican market and carries a 
variety of goods, including imported Mex- 
ican curios, arts and crafts, hand-tooled 
leather products, Oriental imports, Native 
American jewelry and pottery, baskets 
and piriatas. 

More than a century ago, San Antonio 
made culinary history with a local con- 
coction of spicy meat and beans, called 
chili con came, that was served by "chili 
queens" to native residents and visitors 
to the marketplace. As word of this u- 
mque dish spread, chili stands became 
one of the market's principal evening at- 
tractions, though during the day the 
marketplace belonged to farmers from 
neighboring areas who came to sell their 
produce. Today, a new Farmers' Market 
revives that tradition, offering 70,000 
square feet of market-space daily for the 
sale of fresh fruits and vegetables grown 
by local farmers. 

Another popular attraction is the "Cen- 
tro de Artes del Mercado," or Market 
Square Arts Center, which is housed in 
a recently-renovated two-story structure. 
This magnificent facility is used for 
conferences, civic and social functions,

concerts, art exhibitions, receptions, and 
dance and drama presentations. 

Within walking distance of Market 
Square is HemisFair Plaza, site of the 1968 
World's Fair. Here, tree-shaded walkways 
wind past flower beds, permanent ex- 
hibits, food stands, boutiques, amusement 
rides and the Tower of the Americas, the 
tallest observation tower in the western 
hemisphere, which features a revolving 
restaurant and two observation decks on 
its upper level. Not far away is the con- 
vention center complex, which, among 
other things, serves as home court for the 
San Antonio Spurs basketball team. 

Just south of downtown lies Mission 
Trail, where the Alamo's four sister 
missions — Conception, San fose, San Juan 
Capistrano and San Francisco de la Es- 
pada — offer visitors a view of the early 
days of Texas. Nature lovers will enjoy a 
trip to Brackenridge Park, north of down-

the trees. Also nearby is the San Antonio 
Zoo, where visitors are observed by zoo 
inhabitants housed in barless, "natural 
habitat" cages.

Florence M. Schook, ANA vice presi- 
dent and chairwoman of the Young Nu- 
mismatist Program, has announced that 
thirteen awards will be presented at the 
ANA's 1985 Convention in Baltimore in 
connection with the Young Numismatist 
Collectors Program. These awards are 
sponsored by the ANA, affiliated organ- 
izations and individuals interested in 
encouraging the participation of young 
collectors in numismatics. The thirteen 
awards are designated as follows: 

1 . Abe Kosoff Memorial Literary Award 

2. Gould Memorial Literary Award 

3. Ray Byme Memorial Literary Award 

4. Florence Schook Outstanding Young 
Numismatist Award 

5. Outstanding Adult Advisor Award 

6. Charles H. Wolfe YN Best of Show 
Exhibit Award 

7. Gordon Z. Greene Memorial U.S. Ex- 
hibit Award 

8. James L. Betton Foreign Exhibit Award 

9. Kurt Krueger Paper Money Exhibit 
Award 

10. Melissa Van Grover Israel or Judaic 
Exhibit Award 

11. Arlie Slabaugh Medals/Tokens Ex- 
hibit Award 

12. Charles H. Wolfe Medieval/ Ancient 
Exhibit Award 

13. Alan Herbert Error/Variety Exhibit 
Award 

Respectively, rules and qualifications 
for the individual awards are as follows: 

1) This award will be presented to the 
Young Numismatist who writes the best 
essay or gives the best talk on a nu- 
mismatic subject. Information may be 
gathered from original research or various 
sources, but credit must be given by the 
author for reference material. Original 
conclusions are encouraged, particularly 
when logically presented. Manuscripts 
will be judged for content, general interest 
and literary excellence. 


2) This educational award will be be- 
stowed upon the junior author of the best 
article submitted. Each entrant must have 
conducted in-depth research for his or her 
area of interest, going beyond informa- 
tion previously published in standard 
numismatic reference works, and must 
demonstrate individual and specialized 
involvement with the topic. The article 
may or may not have been submitted to 
a local, state or regional organization in 
competition or for publication. 

3) Qualifications and rules for this 
award are the same as the preceding (2) 
except that the article must have been 
published in The Numismatist, Coin 
World, Numismatic News or another ac- 
credited numismatic publication. 

4) Selection of the Outstanding Young 
Numismatist shall be made on a similar 
basis as the ANA award for Outstanding 
Club Representative, that is, a cumulative 
point system that rates the nominee's ser- 
vice to numismatics. Eligibility shall be 
on a local, state or regional basis, and 
nominations may be made by any ANA 
individual or club member. The criteria 
by which points will be awarded include 
talks presented before numismatic or 
educational groups, published papers (in- 
cluding those printed in local publica- 
tions), enthusiasm in the hobby and 
leadership in local numismatic circles. 

5) This award will be given to the adult 
judged to have contributed most toward 
the encouragement of young numisma- 
tists. Nominations may be made by ANA 
individual or club members or by edu- 
cators. The qualities to be considered in 
awarding points are time devoted; knowl- 
edge,- educational contributions such as 
books, papers, etc.; leadership in ethical 
and moral standards; and the ability to 
organize, attract new members to the 
hobby, etc. Monetary contributions will 
not be considered a basis for this award. 

6) ANA junior members may enter ex- 
hibits in Class C at the annual ANA con- 
vention. This award will be presented to 
the young numismatist whose exhibit in 
this class is judged best in accordance with 
exhibit rules,- identical standards applying 
to adult exhibits will prevail. Young Nu- 
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mismatist exhibitors shall mount, prepare 
and place their own exhibits. 

The qualifications and rules pertaining 
to the remaining awards are identical to 
those of the preceding award (6) with the 
exception that each is a specialized cate- 
gory of numismatics: 

7) Gordon Z. Greene Memorial Award — 
only exhibits of United States material 
will be considered in competition. 

8) James L. Betton Award — only ex- 
hibits of foreign coinage will be con- 
sidered in competition. 

9) Kurt Krueger Award — only exhibits 
of U.S. or foreign paper money will be con- 
sidered in competition. 

10) Melissa Van Grover Award — only 
exhibits of Israel or Judaic numismatic 
material will be considered in competi- 
tion. In the event no exhibits qualify, the 
award may be given to a deserving exhibit 
at the discretion of the judges. 

11) Arlie Slabaugh Award — only ex- 
hibits of medals and/or tokens will be 
considered in competition.

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The International Medallic Art Workshop 
At Pennsylvania State University 

A HISTORIC EVENT TRANSFUSES NEW LIFE INTO MEDALLIC ART 

N. NEIL HARRIS editor 


The three-week-long International 
Medallic Art Workshop conducted at 
Pennsylvania State University, July 16 
through August 3, was probably one of 
the most important milestones in 
medallic art to occur in this century, 
certainly in many decades. Through 
the foresight and energy of the 
workshop's organizer, John Cook, a 
professor of art at the university's Col- 
lege of Arts and Architecture, this 
event transfused new creativity and 
energy into the future of art medals 
and their creators. 

For years the medal has struggled to 
gain acceptance in the United States as 
a true art form. Cook, who served as a 
delegate to the Federation Interna- 
tionale de la Medaille (FIDEM) con- 
gress in Florence, Italy, in 1983, has 
championed the cause of medallic art 
in this country. The only other viable 
force in the medallic art movement is 
the recently-established American 
Medallic Sculpture Association 
(AMSA), which enlightens the public 
and medalists alike about the 
relevance and direction of American 
medallic art. 

Additional Activities 

Complimenting the workshop were a 
number of special events that were tru- 
ly astounding. Supported by various 
sponsors — Central Pennsylvania 
Festival of the Arts, Medallic Art Com- 
pany and Pennsylvania State Univer- 
sity's Museum of Art — John Cook 
weathered many obstacles to assemble 
an exhibit of contemporary medallic 
art entitled "The Resurgent Art Medal: 
An International Selection." (See the 
October 1984 issue of The 
Numismatist, page 2116, for sup- 
plemental information.) 

The first exhibit of international 
medallic art in this country, the show 
featured nearly 200 works of ten 
medalists, seven of whom were invited 
to be guest artists-in-residence at the

workshop. The seven artists compose 
an international who's who in 
medallic art: Jose Aurelio, Portugal; 
Zofia Demkowska, Poland; Heidi Dob- 
berkau, West Germany; Ron Dutton, 
England; Jiri Harcuba, Czechoslovakia; 
Dora de Pedery-Hunt, Canada; Kauko 
Rasanan, Finland; Ronald Searle, 

France; and Guido Vanni, Italy. 

The exhibit highlighted ten truly 
separate, individually-creative ap- 
proaches to medallic imagery. The 
impact of this collection and the ex- 
citement of working alongside these 
innovative individuals is sure to 
remain with workshop participants 
throughout their lives. 

On the weekend of July 21, Cook 
gathered a stellar group of dedicated 
proponents of the art medal together to 
participate in a roundtable discussion, 
"The American Medal: Will There Be a 
Second Coming?" The panel was 
moderated by Cook and featured Cory 
Gillilland, associate curator of the 
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Smithsonian Institution's numismatic 
division; Elizabeth Jones, chief 
sculptor-engraver at the U.S. Mint; 
David Kilmartin of the Roger Williams 
Mint, Attleboro, Massachusetts; 

Edward C. Rochette, ANA executive 
vice president; Margo Russell, editor of

Coin World) Donald Schwartz of the 
Medallic Art Company, Danbury, Con- 
necticut; Marika Somogyi, California 
sculptor; and Alan Stahl, curator with 
the American Numismatic Society and 
newly-appointed president of AMSA. 

Probably the most intensely- 
discussed topic during the roundtable 
was the fact that many national mints 
in Europe annually conduct open com- 
petitions for new coinage designs, 
whereas the United States Mint seems 
reluctant to consider such an approach. 

Alan Stahl raised a number of rele- 
vant questions that were considered by 
both the panelists and audience. For 
example, how can we encourage new 1 

talent yet maintain our commitment 
to producing medallic art of profes- 
sional caliber? Is it possible to enlist 
the support and skills of veteran artists 
and still be receptive to contemporary 
approaches? Can we draw on the 
resources of established institutions \ 

but maintain individual identities? 

Evenings were filled with lectures 
presented by workshop guests, who 
presented slides and, more impor- 
tantly, discussed their work, touching 
on the techniques, motivations and in- 
spirations relative to their pieces on j 

exhibit. Equally stimulating was the 
fact that these artists made themselves 
available to workshop participants, 
offering their advice during open < 

studio periods.

The Workshop 

Though few participants had ever 
created a medal, each was very 
talented in his or her own right, and 
the group as a whole was incredibly 
receptive. Artists and novices alike 
grew surprisingly close during their 
three weeks together, vowing to keep 
in touch and let each other know of 
their progress and accomplishments. 

The international flavor of the work- 
shop was enhanced by the wide variety 
of individuals who attended. Students 
included Louis "Finch" Booker, St.

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Chester Martin of Chattanooga, Tennessee, 
a workshop participant, recently created 
the Food and Agriculture Organization’s 
1984 medal, a privilege he earned by 
winning the FAO’s medal design 
competition. 


has not been nearly as popular in the 
United States. 

Students were introduced to many 
new materials and equipment used in 
casting medals. Representatives from 
various suppliers thrilled workshop 
participants by distributing catalogs 
filled with items that many never even 
imagined. 

Countless techniques were taught 
and practiced: vacuum and gravity 
"lost wax" casting methods, pattern 
making, miniature modeling, intaglio 
carving, moldmaking, lettering tech- 
niques, waxing, "spruing," investing 
and patination. 

Typical were days filled with lec- 
tures, discussions, demonstrations and 
"hands on" studio work, 8 a.m. to 
5 p.m. The evening lectures generally 
started at 8 p.m. and often lasted until 

10 o'clock. Following the lectures, 
many students headed for the studios, 
where they frequently worked until 

1 1 p.m. After the studios closed for the 
night, a majority of the students 
brought their projects back to their 


dormitory rooms, where they worked i 

into the wee hours of the morning. 

Although the formal workshop ses- 
sions provided as much stimulation 
and practical experience as anyone 
could possibly wish for, discussions 
with fellow students over breakfast, 
lunch and dinner filled in any gaps. 

Everyone scribbled pages of cryptic 
notes and diagrams on eatery napkins 
about techniques perfected by others. 

During the last week, students were 
shuttled to Danbury, Connecticut, to 
tour the facilities of the Medallic Art 
Company. There they obtained a first- \ 

hand look at the techniques the com- 
pany uses to strike medals, from die 
making to finishing. The field trip was 
exhausting, however, lasting from 5 
a.m. to 1 a.m. the following day. 

The Future of Medallic Art \ 

As phrased by John Cook, students 
learned that medals are personal art 
objects — sculpture in miniature — for 
people, not places. Casting, because it 
imposes fewer restrictions on size,

Norman Willis, curator of the National 
Medal Collection of the Ottawa (Canada) 
public archives, created medals of his own 
to further his appreciation of medallic art 
from a curatorial standpoint. In the studio 
his forms take shape in wax and plaster 
(above left). After one of his wax models 
has been placed in a flask and surrounded 
by investment (a silicone and plaster 
mixture), it is steamed and heated in a kiln 
(below left), leaving a cavity in the form of 
the now-melted wax models (“lost wax”). 
Shortly after the investment is removed 
from the kiln, 2,000-degree molten bronze 
is poured into the cavity (above right). The 
flask then is placed on a vacuum table, 
which draws the molten bronze down into 
all the recesses of the molded image.

shape and relief, opens up new avenues 
of expression in medallic art. Yet, 
striking is still preferable when large 
quantities of medals must be produced 
or if the medals feature extremely 
minute details. 

However, many students felt that if 
the medal is to be regarded and ac- 
cepted as fine art by the general 
public, it should be cast in small edi- 
tions, individually finished and 
presented as sculpture. Most medallic 
creations are bom out of the need to 
commemorate an event or person, and 
are generally regarded as such — com- 
memoratives. Few medalists, at least 
in this country, have ever crafted a 
medal for the sole purpose of express- 
ing a thought or statement, or merely 
for the sake of creating something of 
aesthetic value.

Half Dollars Highlighted in Recent Publications 


Several excellent references about early 
half dollars have been published, includ- 
ing Beistle's Register of U.S. Half Dollar 
Die Varieties and Sub- Varieties, Hasel- 
tine's Type Table of U.S. Dollars , Half 
Dollars and Quarter Dollars and Over- 
ton's Early Half Dollar Die Varieties , 
1794-1836. In addition, numerous ref- 
erences refer to Gobrecht and Barber coin- 
ages that include half dollars. 

But until last year, no comprehensive 
reference about recent half dollars — the 
Walking Liberty half or the Franklin 
half — was available. Scattered magazine 
articles provided the majority of informa- 
tion about this series until the recent 
publication of three books, one about the 
Walking Liberty half and two regarding 
Franklin halves. 

The Walking Liberty Half Dollar by 
Anthony Swiatek sells for $9.95 in paper- 
back and is available from Sanford Durst, 
29-28 41st Ave., Long Island City, NY 
11101. Swiatek covers many aspects of 
this coin, including the designer, design, 
grading and strike, the latter of which is 
particularly important since certain pieces 
were weakly struck. ANA grading termi- 
nology is used and grades are illustrated 
with both drawings and photographs. The 
meat of the publication, however, is a date 
and mintmark analysis of each coin in 
the series, based on Swiatek's observa-

tions and knowledge as a dealer. Emphasis 
is placed on the availability of higher 
grade coins and potential value. 

While Walking Liberty halves often are 
judged by the "fully struck head," many 
collectors examine the Franklin half for 
"full bell lines." In An Analysis of Gem 
Franklin Half Dollars by Jack A. Ehrman- 
traut, Jr., the author states that "the focus 
of this book is on gem quality Franklins, 
with particular emphasis on those few 
specimens that have full bell lines." The 
second title, The Franklin Half Dollar 
Collector/Investor Guide by Lyman L. 
Allen (second edition) mentions the im- 
portance of this feature but does not give 
the detail described by Ehrmantraut. 

Each book primarily is devoted to in- 
dividual date and mintmark analysis, 
reflecting each author's experience and 
opinions about future values. Neither 
book contains a detailed description of the 
full range of grades, although Ehrmantraut 
extensively discusses grading in general 
and the MS-65 Franklin in particular. 

Ehrmantraut's book is available from 
Five Seasons Publishers, P.O. Box 397, 
Hiawatha, IA 52233 for $11.95 in paper- 
back. Allen's book is available for $10 in 
paperback from Castle Publications, 4620 
N. Federal Hwy., Pompano Beach, FL 
33064. All three publications may be bor- 
rowed from the ANA library.
